THE FUTURE OF LINSEED OIL. 

The market for linseed oil isin asen- 
sitive position caused by the rumors 
from the West of coalition, and of the 
uncertainty of futureevents. There is 
a well grounded belief that a trust is 
in process of formation to include all 
the Western crushers who are favoré- 
bly disposed toward it, but particulars 
of the progress mude are studiously 
kept in the background. Considerable 
interest is attached to the Chicago con- 
ference last Thursday, and as it was 
held with closed doors no information 
can be expected from thatsource. De- 
velopments are not announced in a 
manner to satisfy the trade,and we 
presume the intention is to pursue the 
still hunt campaign until something 
tangible results to better the condition 
of the linseed oil industry. Itis popu- 
larly supposed that the city crushers 
will work independently of any fac- 
tion or combination, but at the same 
time will not compete by cutting 
prices against the Western interests. 
It has been rumored that should a 
strong Western consolidation be ef- 
fected, prices for oil in the Eastern 
markets would be slaughtered in the 
hope of influencing crushers here to 
change their minds and enter the 
T ust or whatever the pooling arrange- 
ment is to be called; but this was sub- 
sequently denied and the statement 
made that full prices would be adhered 
to in all markets, provided that mills 
not in the pool would observe the reg- 
ular schedule of values. There seems 
to be no occasion for any reduction of 
prices, buf on the contrary the pros- 


pects rather /avor a firmer market.

THE ALbVANCE IN CARBOLIC ACID. 


About the middle of last December 
the price of carbolic acid crystals be- 
gan to advance, and since then the 
course of the market has been upward, 
our reports each week indicating a 
steady advance. Early in December 
the market quotation for the crystals, 
packed in drums, was about twenty- 
two cents per pound while at the pres- 
ent time the price quoted is about 
forty-five cents. Various reasons are 
assigned for this large appreciation in 
values, some of which, particularly the 
extreme scarcity of the article, did nct 
make their appearance until after the 
mark+t began to advance. There is 
more or less rumor and heresay talk 
mix.d up with the current informa- 
tion concerning the subject, but as 
near as can be ascertained the rise in 
the price of crystals is due to the de- 
preciation of the value of the by-pro- 
duct, liquid carbolic acid, or as it is 
technically known, the uncrystalliza- 
ble phenols. This by-product is used 
for disinfecting purposes solely, and 
during the cholera scare in Europe and 
the East, particularly Japan, there 
was a large demand for it. Last year 
European buyers, especially the Span- 
ish and Purtugese, so it is said, fellinto 
the hands of unscrupulous persons who 
supplied them with a worthless article 
in place of the regular carbolie liquid. 
The reports do not say whether there 
consumers discovered the bogus na- 
ture of the purchase, but as the true 
liquid received very little attention 
afterward it is presumed that they did 
not, at least not until the cholera sea- 
son had passed. The falling off in the 
consumption of the carbolic liquid as 
a result of the substitution of the 
worthless stuff, compelled the carbolic 
acid manufacturers, the report goes,to 
make up for their loss of prolits by in- 
ereasing the selling price of the crys- 
tals. 

All this in connection with the re- 
ported short supply of crude material, 
would seem to sufficiently account for 
the present high cost of carbolic acid 
crystals. But there is still another rea- 
son which attributes the advance to an 
increased consumption of the acid in 
the production of the new explo- 
sive with which the German govern- 
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ment is experimenting. Pierie acid is 
used largely in this explosive and as it 
takes two pounds of carbolic acid to 
produce one pound of ;icric acid, the 
consumption of the first-mentioned for 
the purpose has, if our information is 
correct, reached very large proportions. 

The present scarcity of carbolic acid 
in the spot market will, it is said, be of 
short duration. When the price be- 
gan to go .p Many consumers wlio 
wou'd have ordinarily waited until the 
regular season of consumption opened, 
came into the market and bought 
largely, and it is due as much to their 
buying as to the other causes men- 
tioned that the price has reached the 
present point. When this demand 
stops, as many are inclined to believe 
it will, as soon as the majority of con- 
sumers have obtained their usual sup- 
ply,the present activity will be follow- 
ed by a period of dullness allowing an 
opportunity for stock to accumulate in 
first hands. At present the supply of 
earbolie acid is very small, the market 
being barer than it was ever before 
known to be, and as prices have been 
unprecedentedly low for the past three 
years, itis hardly probable, whatever 
else the future may have in store, thet 
they will go back again to the old level 
wken the present excitement is over.

RUMORED AGREEMENT ON 
PARAFFINE OILS. 


It was currently reported in the lu- 
bricating oil trade last week, that the 
manufacturers of paraffine oils and 
wax had entered into an agreement to 
advance prices, as outlined in the RE 
PORTER some weeks ago. The rumor 
started from the recent discussion, and 
is unfounded in fact, although there is 
a geveral desire to place the industry 
on amore profitable basis. The ques- 
tion has arisep, what would be dore 
with the surp:us tar or residuum in 
case the production of paraffine oils 
would be curtailed? Asan answer it is 
stated that fifty per cent of the tar 
could be utilized with profit as a fuel, 
or that manufacturers of oils could 
afford to give away that much of the 
residuum, if by so doing it brings them 
higher prices for oils and wax. It is 
argued that the business is conducted 
at a loss when five cents per gallon has 
to be paid for residuum in barrels, and 
only eight cents per gallon or a frac- 
tion above is realized for 25 gravity oil, 
and four cents per pound for prime 
crude wax. The cost of placing the 
product on the market absorbs the 
profit when such items are included as 
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barrels, glueing the interior of the} 


same to prevent leaking, cooperage, 
, painting, branding, &ce. Any regula- 
tion of trade and prices which should 
be entered into, would have reference 
only to the domestic movement, as 
values for exported goods are governed 
by the foreign markets. It is believed 
that if the matter was properly en- 
gineered, there would be little diffi- 
culty in having an understanding 
among manufacturers here and in 
Philadelphia, but the hesitancy to act 
which characterizes the movement at 
present, overshadows the usefulness of 
such a remedial measure, and the pro- 
ject is allowed to rest through neglect.

CONSOLIDATING THE MENHADEN 
OIL INTERESTS. 

Progress is being made in the efforts 
to bring about a union of all the men- 
haden fish oil and guano factories, 
which were inaugurated at the annual 
meeting of the association in this city 
last month. The president being dele- 
gated a committee of one to investigate 
the different plans suggested and to 
feel the pulse of the trade relative to 
the question at issue, has been 
diligently pursuing the object iu view, 
and is now awaiting responses from his 
lieutenants who were commissioned to 
get the views of owners of factories in 
Maryland, Virginia, and Long Island, 
























or the ‘‘Promised Land.” Last week, 
several firms had an informal confer- 
ence in Providence, and all were satis- 
fied to try the feature of consolidation. 
There seems to be a unanimity of 
opinion on this point, and the only 
way to test it is to have a special 
meeting of the association, at which 
the whole subject could be discussed. 
If it is desired to bring about a change 
in the manner of conducting business 
before the next season opens in May, 
there is very little time to arrange de- 
tails and have the new method in 
proper working order; hence the 
president will realize the 1.ecessity of 
calling the members together for de- 
liberate action at an early date. The 
subject has been canvassed for over a 
mouth, and as the trade is left in an 
uncertainty, the conservative element 
would like to see the question settled 
soon,

AMERICAN OLIVE OIL. 


The olive oil production inthe South 
and on the Pacific coast is being great- 
ly overestimated, with the view per- 
haps of influenclng the price of foreign 
oil in American markets. We see it 
stated that olive groves planted in 
Mississippi and North Carolina di- 
rectly after the war between the 
States, are now bringing forth fruit in 
abundance, and that oil of more than 
average excellence is made in the 
States named. It is also claimed that 
California produces better olive oil 
than most of the genuine product 
which comes from France and Italy; 
and to prove it, samples are to be ex- 
hibited at the Americau Exhibition in 
London, commencing next May. If 
the South is bringing forth olives in 
abundance, the fruit or its oil never 
reaches the metropolis. About two 
years ago samples from Georgia were 
sent to the REPORTER for examina- 
tion, but the oil could not command a 
market on account, of its unusual 
color, flavor and sediment, as stated at 
the time. It failed to create a favor- 
able impression, and dealers were not 
inclined to handle it as a marketable 
commodity; they declared that the 
olive groves were too near the cotton 
oil districts to prevent adulteration 
and that suspicion would be directed 
to every consignment from the South. 
Cotton oil may be a good substitute 
for olive oil, but an admixture is not, 
wanted. Considerable matter has 
been published about the California 
product, and if we are to judge from 
the many tales emanating from that 
source, olives are more plentiful than 
apples; still we have yet to see the first 
sample of Pacific coast oil in New 
York. When this market is flooded 
with the American product, then it is 
time to speak of large production, as 
it will naturally seek a movement 
from the center of trade.

One of cur contemporaries is in advance of 
the times when it says; **Cotonseed cil has ot 
late become a product so extensively banodled 
that certificates of oil on storage or in transit 
are now regularly dc alt in and speculated with 
on change, as freely, if not to the same extent, 
as are the pipe line certificates representing pe- 
itroleum, and the varying quotations are as 
promptly noted oa the blackboards in broker's 
offices.” 

The steamship Wells City, of the Bristol City 
Line, which arrived at this port on Wednesday 
from Bristol January 2, via Swansea 22d, was 
sunk in the North river on Thursday by 
ice. Among the cargo were 30 casks of 
oxalic acid to J. L & D. 8. Riker, 2) casks 
oxalic acid to A. Kiipsteln, 85 casks iron oxide 
to HB. E. Williams and 172: empty petroleum 
barrels to Gustave Heye. 


Mr. Alfred H. Allen, the English chemist, in 
referring to the analysis of oils, some samples 
of which would contain as much as 25 per cent. 
of free oleic acid, he observed that it was to be 
regretted that cottonseed oil was not cflicial in 
the British Pbarmacoyooia, as it was in that 
of the United States, since a good sample 
of this oil was greatly preferable to an inferior 
and acid quantity of olive oil. 


Opium merchants of Bombay have petitioned 
the Indian Government to reduce the duty on 
opium exported te China from Ke650 to Rs500 
per chest, on the grounds that the cultivator 
now obtains an inadequate return for his labor 
and expenses, and that the raising of the le-kin 
tax on foreign opium imported into China, ana 
the imposition of local duties, render it diffi 
cult for Indian opium to compete with indl- 
genous opium, 

Messrs. Smith, Kline & Co., the wholesale 
druggists of Philadelphia, are looking forward 
to the time when they will be in their hand- 
some new quarters. The fine building now 
being constructed by the firm will be an orna- 
ment to the city. Mr. Kline is giving the struc- 
ture bis personal attention, and that accounts 
for his haste while in New York last week. he 
found time, however, to present bis compli- 
ments to the REPORTER. 


During the last ten years the manufacture of 
soap has become an industry of importance in 
Russia. In almost every important town of 
the empire there are now soap works whicb 
supply the requirements of the locality. The 
crude materials from which the bulk of the 
common soap is made are soda and tallow, the 
latter being prepared from crude mutton and 
beef grease, substances which are available in 
abundance, 

Under the heading “Secret Remedies,” the 
Continental pharmaceutical papers publish 
regularly a series of prociamations, officially 
promulgated by local or imperial authorities, 
cautioning the public against the purchase of 
certain patent medicines. In this manner 
**Warner’s Safe Cure,” for which ihe proprie- 
tors are now creating a sale on the Continent, 
bas been placarded by the German authorities, 
and the sale of Hopeine bas been forbidden in 
other countries. 


A competitive analysis of two celebrated 
brands of white lead, made by Dr. Habirshaw 
of this city, is very favorable to the product «of 
the Anchor White Lead Co., of Cincinnati, 
which is sold in the East by Messrs. E. & F, 
King & Co., of Boston, After giving the re- 
sult of the analysis, and speaking of the good 
covering properties of the white lead, its color.

Samuel Jacobs, a paint manufacturer, died 
at his residence in West 130th street on Satur- 
day of heart disease. Just two weeks ago Mr. 
Jacobs shattered his right ankle by faliing on 
the p/atform of the Sixth avenue elevated road 
and the shock is supposed to have hastened hig 
death. He leaves a widow,a son and two 
daughters, Some years agothe deceased had 
Robert Reynolds as a partner, but the laiter 
withdrew and went to Boston; since then Mr, 
Jacobs had been conducting business alone. 


Mr. Wm. A. Cole, president of the W. J. Wil- 
cox Lard Refining Company, believes that the 
improvement in oil bas only just begun, A)l 
other kinds of hog products have advanced far 
more than lard, hence as littie of the latter will 
be made as possible and a large portion of the 
fat will be left on the hams and other cuts. 
Stocks all over the country are smaller than 
expected, while the demand has been more ac- 
tive, bo'h for consumption and speculative ac- 
count. Furthermore the receipts of hogs are 
running short, while the crop of corn was puor 
west of the Micsissippi Kiver, where most of 
the hogs were raised.

WESTERN NOTES. 





Special correspondence of the O1b, PAINT AND 
DRUG REPORTER. ] 
Cuicaao, Feb. 12, 1887. 

The linseed oil market during the week has 
not exhibited any features of unusual ioterest. 
As the seasun approaches in which the demand 
is generally brisk, more inquiry is heard among 
dealers; the past week has shown a decided im- 
provement over last in this regard. Prices re- 
main substantially the same and the market 
may be said to be 87@38ce. Some crushers are 
firm holders at the latter figure, though it is 
saieto say that oil in sufficient quantities to 
meet all demands may be purchased at 37c. I 
have heard, on good suthority, of a few sales, 
(but very few), at 35c, There is noticeable a dis- 
position on the part of a few dealers to negoti- 
ate sales for future delivery, but crushers as a 
rule appear disinclined to enter into such con- 
tracts, <A little March oil bas been sold at 37c 
and more at 38c,but the aggregate sales at both 
these figures may be said to betrifling. It is 
not easy to understand why holders shouid 
wish to make such sales in the present state of 
the market; it is certainly improbable that oil 
should go luwer, and while there isa reasona- 
bly fair chance of an advance such contracts 
partake very much of the nature of a jug han- 
die. At present the outlook is decidedly favor- 
sbie fora rse in prices, and some sagacious ob- 
servers, who may fairly be said to be disinter- 
ested, confidentiy predict that linseed oil will 
sell in this market at 40c before the 15th of 
March. It is worthy of remark that prices have 
shown a tendency to stiffen during the last 
three days. It muy also be noted,though perhaps 
the twoevents are connected only in the order 
of time and do not etand to each other in the re- 
lation of cause and effect that the stiffening 
occurred simuitaneously with the gathering in 
this city of a number of crushers who are pop- 
ularly supposeato be prominently identified 
with the linseed trust. These gentlemen held 
a conference bere on Thursday, but the outside 
public bas not thus far been taken into their 
contidence, and the nature of the business 
transacted has not been divulged. 

Some rather heavy sales of Chicago oil during 
the week are reported, a considerable propor- 
tion of which left the city by way of the Mich- 
igan Central Railroad, and bas presumably 
gone to supply the demand from interior 
points in the North and Northwest. It may be 
asserted with a good deal of confidence that no 
steps looking to the demoralization of Eastern 
msrkets will be taken by Western crushers, 
The old adage regarding a burnt child’s dread 
of fire appears to hold good in this instance, 

FLAXSEED, 

The course of the flaxseed market until to- 
day bas shown an upward tendency, notwith- 
stauding the exceeding!y light demand which 
bas been one of its most pronounced features, 
Provably the advance in prices is chic fly due to 
the small quantity of seed arriving, the week’s 
receipts and shipments showing a decrease 
from thoce of a week ago. The amount of seed 
reported in store in public elevators here at 
the beginning of che week wes 344,954 bushels, 
while the quantity afl: at was 13:,911 bushels, as 
againet 359,526 bushels in store one week pre- 
vious, the number of bushels afloat being the 
same on both dates. These figures exhibit 
rather a startling decrease when compared 
with those of the corresponding dates in 1886, 
when the quantity in store was 914,926 bushels, 
and afloat 177,051 bushels. ‘The speculative 
market has becn comparatively neglected, 
there being an apparent feeling of uncertainty 
as tothe future which has rather checked a 
movement which was 60 pronounced a few 
weeks ago. Close observers are inclined to 
believe that the extreme limit of price for May 
delivery bas been reached, and that a decline is 
ratber more likely to occur than an advance, 

COTTON AND LARD OILS, 

Prices for cotton oii remaio unchanged, with 
a possible exception ot summer oils, Which may 
be said to be, if anything, a shade lower, 

OLEO OLL, 

An improved demand for oleo has been no- 
ticec in the local market this wees, more sales 
being reported. Atthe same time, there is no 
ground for calling the market strong. Ship- 
ments for export are still being freely made by 
manufacturers, and it seems safe to estimate 
the number of tierces actually atioat (exclusive 
of the cargoes whieh should leave New York 
to-day) at 10,000. To day's steamer wiil increase 
these figures wauterialy. As yet there has 
been no breakin the Holland market, though 
quotations received here trom aoi0ad are 
mainiy only Dom.oal. Private and autnentic 
advices, however, are to the effect tbat oleo is 
slightly weaker in Hullaod, and it does not 
seem difficult to presage the effect of the arri- 
val there of 10 000 tierces on a falling market, 

Prime oil is still quotavie at trom 4 to l0c, 
No. 1 at 9@9}¢c and gcod No. 2 at 84@de. 
However, some idea of the views of ho.ders 
may be gleaned from the fact that large offer- 
ings are being freely made, 








PAINTS. 
The results of an open market for white lead 
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may be said to be now fairly upon us. Dealers 
are deluged with circulars from all points of 
the compass, eetting forth in glowing terms 
the advantages, present and prospective, to be 
gained by placing orders with the respective 


corroders whose names appear at the foot of 
these interesting missives, The predicted 
ecramble for trade has set in with, to say the 
least, quite as much activity as had been an- 
ticipated. Finding that jobbers did not take 
k'ndly to the suggestion that they verify their 
statements as to the maintaining of prices by 
affiday:t, holders of white lead are now offering 
to sell, with rebate, on a mere verbal promise 
that buyers will do what they themselves 
charge each other with having failed to do, 
viz.. to adhere to a stipulated scale of prices. 
To judge from present appearances, those 
members of the late pool who favored its con- 
tinuance are now determined upon meeting 
their dissenting brethren fully hait wey in 
making the white lead market absolutely free 
to allcomers, The latest open quotations re- 
ceived here are 5i4c (rebate deducted) less 246 
per cont; rebates being payable on March 1, 
and all customers who have bought since the 
dissolution of the pool and have maintained 
prices, to Le granted the benefit of the latest 
reduction. What (if any) private terms are 
being offered, asked or made, ie, of course, a 
mere matter of conjecture. The market hag 
shown more activity during the week and some 
large orders are reported to have been place... 
It is generally thought that white lead has 
touched bcttom, and that no further con- 
ceasions on the part of corroders can be ex- 
pected. 

Some renewed inquiry is to benoted inthe 
paint trade in general, although such inquiry 
may be said to beas yet only premonitory,except 
as regards mixed paints, to the activity in 
which I alluded in my last letter. 


In varnishes the trade may be said to be fair, 
but no increased activity bas characterizcd 
this week over last. Jobbers are kept more 
busy in answering inquiries than in filling or- 
ders, although the number of the latter still 
keeps somewhat in excess of that for the same 
time one yearago. The Increase in price for 
certain gradesto which I alluded a week ago, 
has rather stimulated competition and some 
cutting is anticipated. 


PIG LEAD, 

Pig lead has advanced during the week from 
4 <0@4 2c in this market, and from 4 15@4 20¢ 
at St. Louis. At both poin's the demand bas 
been good, and while no sales of round lots are 
reported at either place the aggregate amount 
which has changed bands bas been very con- 
siderable. Corrodersare still buying te a lim- 
ited extent, although the larger proporcion ot 
orders has becn received from lead pipe men, 
The causes of the advance are undoubtedly le- 
gitimate, and the rise is a healthy one. In 
some quarters the improvement in the market 
during the past fortnight is regarded as a 
spurt, though it seems more probable that it is 
but a harbinger of the more prosperous busi- 
ness which may not unnaturally be expected 
tocommence with thespring. The specula- 
tive market is inactive, and nothing is heard of 
sales for future delivery. 

DRUGS. 

The marked rise iu prices which has marked 
the drug market during the week has not, to 
say the least, affected Western trade disas- 
trously. A brisk demand is reported in all 
quarters, there being a palpable disposition on 
the part of retailers to lay in stocks before the 
general advance reaches the culminating point. 
In some quarters, nutably those in which 
stocks are light, there are heard allegations of 
cornering, etc., etc., but the trade generally 
assent tothe present situation of affairs and 
regard the present stiffening of prices as being, 
in the main, both natural and legitimate. 


WINDOW GLASS, 

In some quarters usually regarded as conser- 
vative there is not @ little discussion as to the 
probable course of the market in glass during 
the spring months, It appears reasonably cer- 
tain, after careful inquiry, that both jobbers 
and window sash men have bought largely 
since the organization of the Western syndi- 
cate, especially before the recent advance, and 
that in consequence they are at present as a 
rule carrying tolerably large stocks—enough 
probably tosupply their needs until aftcr the let 
ot April. By far the greater portion of such pur- 
chases have been made from large manufactur. 
ers,a wajority of whom are over sold for about 30 
days. Itseems likely that by far the greater 
part of the orders at present outstanding will 
be filled before stocks now ia the hands of 
buyers are exhausted. The question naturally 
presents itself—what is to happen when the de- 
mand falls off, as it possibly may, about the 
time when manufacturers have filled outstand- 
ing ordert? And again, when small concerns, 
which have not as yet duly shared in the profits 
accrulng from the revival of business, see 
that there is a possible prospect ¢f being 
stranded on the season’s trade, what policy 
will they adopt? How will they dis- 
pose of possible surplus stocks which they 
may bave on hand? Will the Association be- 
come a purchaser, or will such holders (if such 
there should be) seek to sell their glass for what 
it will bring? Certainly these are questions 
worth considering. The ratification in New 
York, of the action taken last week at Cleve- 
jand has given much satisfaction in the Weg

suited to the increasing demands of consump- 
tion. For eleven years the firm prospered here, 
the production increasing yearly, until in 1880 
they were ranked by the Scientific American 
third in importance and capacity among the 
thirty-four ultramarine .actories at that time 
in operation in various parts of the world. In 
March, 1885, fire completely demolished the 
works, but, nothing daunted, the energetic 
proprietors commenced to rebuild at once and 
in less than seven months they were ready to 
resume work. This time they erected a fire- 
proof structure, nothing but slave, brick and 
iron being used except in the floors, which 
were made double with an inch of cement be- 
tween. These works are on a jarger scale than 
the old and cover five acres of the fifteen now 
owned bythe firm. They are built double— 
that is, there are two large buildings almost 
entirely separated and running on a parallel, 
one the counterpart in size, shape and general 
appearance of the other. 

At the entrance of the works one is confront- 
ed with a magnificent two-story office bu:lding 
constructed of stone and brick with slate roof. 
The interior of this building is handsomely fur- 
nished in hard wood with fixtures to match 
and equipped with many of the modern con- 
veniences, such asan electric time indicator, 
telephone, private fire alarm and many speak- 
ing phones which connect with the different 
departments of the works. The first fluor con- 
tains the main and private office, bath room, 
dining-room and kitchen, while the second 
floor is divided into two spacious apartments, 
devoted entirély to mechanical supplies. 

Entering one of the larger buildings above 
mentioned which is on the extreme left of the 
works the visitor is ushered intoa perfectly 
equipped laboratory where all the testing of 
crude material and the partly finished and fin- 
ished product is conducted under the super- 
visiun of Mr. Heller. Tests of colors for calice 
printing ars made here, among others, a press 
such as is used in the printing works being pro- 
vided for the purpose. Passing into the mix- 
ing department, the operation of grinding and 
mixing the crude materials, brimstone, kaolin 
(ur china clay), soda ash and other ingredients 
is explained by the attendant. Six sets of 
stones, each 42 inches wide, are kept busily re- 
volving night and day and turn out some eight 
tons vf the finely ground crue ma- 
terial in the course of the day. As it 
comes from these mills, the grayish while 
powder is carted to the furnace room, where 15 
kilns are ready to receive it after it has been 
sealed up in the clay pots into which it is being 
shovelled. The kilns or furnaces have a capa 
ity of 70 cwt. each. The powder is calcined 
from 12 to 36 hours, according to the degree o 
color desired, and after cooling is brought into 
the wash room where it is washed and then i 
again ground from 36 to 92 hours, according to 
the degree of fineness desired; 144 milis in row 
of 12 each, being required for this purpose. It 
is now ultramarine, but a number of finishing 
processes are necessary before it will be ready 
for the market. As it comes from the wet mil 
the ultramarine is put into tanks or vats to be 
floated and washed, after which it goes into 
iron tanks, 24 in number, which are heated to 
certain temperature, the object being to driv 
off any chemical impurities which may have 
remained from the previous operations. If 
comes from these tanks in Jarge cakes, seve 
inches thick, which are placed fa tiers in spec 
laily constructed furnaces and allowed t 
thoroughly dr). Now it goes up stairs whe 
it is stored in casks until the bolting or sifiin, 
machines are ready for it. Sixteen of the 
curiously constructed machines are clickin 
away at a lively rate putting the finishin 
touches upon the ultramarine, which come 
from them in the form of an almost impalp 
ble powder. Inthe room with the bolters 
the barrel packing department. 

Crossivg a bridge which passes over the kiln 
room, the second wing of the immense wor 
is reached. Being a counterpart of tha 
through which we have just passed i 
does not require special attention. The 
advantage of thus dividing the works in twa 
sections, eack thoroughly equipped, is obvio 
Though no occasion has yet arisen to test th 
wisdom of this plan, the manufacturers and 
their customers are by it insured against dela; 
should one or the other of these sections be 
come disabled. The motive power is furnished 
by an improved engine of 250 horse powe 
placed upon a foundation of concrete, formin 
one immense solid bluck,made necessary by th 
treacherous nature of the soil. The boile 
house and engine rooms are stationed on th 
right of the works and are models in thei 
way. The foresight of the proprietors is 
shown in the supplemental engines and bo 
which stand ready at all times to take the p 
of the main motive power in case of accid 


the bill. 


Our exports of refined oil to the far East 
show a large decline as compared with the 
early part of February last year. The vessels 
loading and chartered to load for China on the 
8th inst. have engagements for 185,000 cases 
against 740,000 cases at same time last year, 
showing a decrease of 555,000 cases; for Japan, 
385,000 cases, against 215,000 cases last year, an 
increase of 132,000 cases; for Java, 160,000 cases, 
against 292,000 casea last year, a decrease of 
132,000 cases; for the Straits Settlements, none 
this year and 248,000 casesa year ago; for India, 
664,000 cases, against 355 000 cases last year, an 
increase of 309,000 cases. The total loading and 
to load is 1,394,000 cases against 1,845,000 cases a 
year azo, showing a decrease of 451,000 cases. 


Messrs. Scofield, Shurmer & Teagle, of Cleve- 
land, have completed a pipe line frm several 
of Hopkins & Gordon's leases in the Ohio field 
to their loading rack, about three-quarters of 
a mile west on the Chicagu & Atlantic road. 


The meeting of oil producers at Bradford 
last Friday indicates that the Billingsley bill to 
regulate pipe line charges does not appear to 
all the producers as furnishing a remedy for 
the monopoly which prevails in that business.

A train of twenty-cne cars, loaded with oil, 
merchandise and lumber, was ditched at Corry, 
Pa., last Thursday and badly wrecked. The 
oil cars took fire and a number of them were 
consumed. The engineer was slightly injured. 
A broken journal of the engine-tender is sup- 


posed to have been the cause of the accident. 
The brig John Swan, Captain Huey, arrived 


here last week from Cienfuegos after a stormy 
passage of twenty-five days. Captain Huey 
said that they sailed from Cienfuegos on Janu- 
ary 14,and had cxperienced nothing but con- 
stant gales and hurricanes and mountainous 
seas. On the 2d instant, during a heavy gale, 
the vessel was laboring and straining badly, 
and the seas were making a clean breach over 
her, fore and att. The crew by this time were 
nearly exhausted, having worked so hard day 
and night since leaving port, and Captain Huey 
tried oil on the troubled waters to see what ef- 
fect it would have. Two large canvas bags 
were filled with kerosene oil and hung over the 
weather side of the vessel, fore and aft, after 
which not a drop of water broke over her, and 
the vessel was kept on her course with perfect 
safety. 

The work of tearing down the National paraf- 
fine wurksin Pittsburg is now in progress. It 
is just a year ago since the first work of put- 
ting up this paraffine works was begun, with a 
capacity of making 4,000 pounds of wax a day. 
It was just rightly in operation when the 
Standard bought out the Empire andthe Amer- 
ican refineries who furnished one-half of the 
tar, and asthe company operating the works 
could not get enough tar from the several 
other oil works there, it was determined to 
ship the machinery of the works to Oil City, 
where the company is building a similar works, 
They are also about to build refineries witha 
capacity of 2,000 barrels a day, which will en- 
able them to make enough tar for their paraf- 
fine works. They havea number of product- 
ive oil wellaand forty miles of pipe line in the 
center of the e@eil field. Besides they have a 
paraffine and chewing gum manufacturing 
works in Cleveland. 


Joseph Evans and Charles Lineman, two oil 
producers in the Lima field, own adjoining 
leases of ollland. In violation of their agree- 
ment, that neither would put down a well 
within 100 feet of the line between the leases, 
Lineman put up a rig and began drilling a well 
right on the line. Evans then put uo a rig 
close against Lineman’s and started the drill. 
Lineman erected another derrick plumb against 
Evans’s, and they have been putting up alter- 
nate rigs ever since, until now the novel sight 
of ten oil wells, with the derricks jammed to- 
gether as closely as they can be put up, is pre- 
sented tu the crowds of people who flock to 
witness the fight. Asthat number, puc down 
in that way, will not yield any more oil tuan 
one in the same area, and as each well costs 
something like $3,000to put down, the fight 
will bea costly one. Neither party will give in, 
and it issupposed that the contest will not end 
until the end of the lease line is reached, if the 
end of the owners’ pockets is not reached be- 


fore 


The afternoon freight on the Buffalo, New 
York & Philadelphia railroad, consisting of ten 
cars of refined export oil, two cars of coal and 
a caboose and engine were ditched a mile west 
of Corry last Thursday. The whole piling ina 
mass and the oil taking fire from the locomo 
tive consumed the whole train. The loss is es- 
timated at $65,000. 


A new company, the Citizens’ Fuel Gas Com- 
pany, is being formed at Butler, Pa. The shares 
are $10 each, and the nnmber one person can 
bold is limited. About 1,000shares have been 
voluntarily subscribed, The company will be 
operated on the co-operative principle. Gas 
will be supplied at as nearly cost as possible. 


Vhet, Nutt & Co., oll refiners of Cleveland, 
claim that the Lake Shore Railroad Company 
has discriminated in freigbt rates against them 
in favor of the Standard Oil Company tothe 
extent of $3acar. This they say has prevent- 
ed them from placing their vil on the market 
at the same rate as their competitors, and they 
began a suit against the railroad company last 
Thursday for $32,279.90. 

Last week twenty five men employed in 
Pratt’s Vil Works, Eastern District, Brooklyn, 
struck. The men were employed in the «xport 
packing department, where 400 men were en- 
gaged. The remainder refused to follow the 
strikers out, Thestrikers claim they have no 
grievances but declare they have been ordered 
out by the union. ‘The strikersare orderly and 
no trouble is anticipated. 

It is alleged that oil has been found at New 
Carlisle, a village not far from Springfield, O. 
The story goes that a party of men were out 
hunting and that one of them happened to 
throw a lighted match ina ditch when a flame 
blazed up to a considerable height. from the re- 
mains of oil which had been floatiag on the sur- 
face of the water. It is said that there are 
other indications of oil besides this, and it is 
proposed to organize a company to bore for 
oil. 

The January statement of the National 
Transit Company shows a reduction in the 
amount of net stocks held by this company of 
835,981 barrels, leaving the total on February 1 
the smallest for years. In August of 1874 the 
company had on hand to meet liabilities 37,406,- 
850 barrels, whereas now the amount is only 
29,702,587 barrels. During January the com- 
pany received 1,395,510 barrels in runs from 
wells and 326,604 barrels from other lines, and 
shipped 2,048,512 barrels. 

An interesting experiment is now being con- 
ducted on the tracks of the Brighton Beach 
Railway. It is with a car run by napbtha gas. 
A tank holding about 15 gallons of naphtha is 
situated on the roof of the car, and the vehicle 
generates its own gas by means of apparatus 
situated on the front platform. The weight of 
the machinery onthe front platform is coun- 
terbalanced by the weight of exhaust machin- 
ery situated atthe otherend. So far a speed 
of eight miles per hour has been attained. 


A heavy wind storm swept over Butler 
county last Thursday, and it was particularly 
severe in Oakland township, about eight miles 
east of Butler. Workmen were building a der- 
rick when a whirlwind picked it up while they 
were inside, and blew it over. Fortunately 
they escaped without injury. In parts of the 
ol) fleld the storm was aiso particularly severe, 
anda large number of derricks were blown 
over. Anumber of oil derricks were blown 
down and wrecked in Washington county by 
the wind storm which has prevailed in that 
section all day. 

It is reported from Harrisburg that the 
Standard Oil Company uses 150 tons of iron 
hoops a day in making the barrels for its re- 
fined oil. These hoops are now manufactured 
at iron mills at Youngstown. In carrying out 
its policy of having all branches of its business 
under its sole control the Standard Company is 
preparing to put up iron mills near Oil City, 
where not only ita hoops will be made, but all 
the iron conduit pipe used in the transporta- 


The Deepest Well. 


Om Crry, Pa., Feb. 12, 1887.

A day after writing you last week, I received 
from Harrisburg Ashburner’s report on the 
geologic distribution of natural gas. On page 
five I find this foot note: “The Dilworth well, 
being drilled by Mr. George Westenhouse, Jr., 
at Homewood, Allegheny county, Pa., had at- 
tained a depth of 4,618 feet, December Ist, 1886, 
and is still being drilled deeper.” This is the 
deepest bore hole which has been drilled on 
this continent. The last report I have of the 
Sperenberg well near Berlin, gives the depth of 
5,170 feet. Wm. L. Lay. 





CUSTOMS DECISIONS. 


The assessment by collector at New Yo.k at 
60 per cent. ad valorem on so-called medicinal 
preparations imported by E. Fougera & Co. per 
Canada Dec. 20, 1885, and Feb. il, 1886, and 
Amerique Feb, 4, 1886, is affirmed. 

The assessmeit by collector at Philadelphia 
at 256 per cent. ad valorem on “light red” (an 
artist color in tubes) is affirmed on the appeal 
of Mesers. Janentzky & Weber, imported per 
Lord Gough, Oct. 21, 1886. 

While invoices of goods imported from Aus- 
tria are invoiced in florins, and are accompa- 
nied by consular certificates of depreciaiion, 
the presumption is that the currency therein 
specified is not the silver florin, the value of 
which is proclaimed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in his circular of the first of January 
last, but is either a depreciated curreucy or a 
currency the value of which is unknown, and 
which requires a consular certificate to fix its 
value. 

The collector of customs at New York re- 
cently requested instructions for action in 
cares where invoices of imported merchandise 
contain items with no vaiue extended and 
where the importer fails to add anything in his 
entry for such items. The question was re- 
ferred to the solicitor of the treasury, and he 
has given an opinion that the additional (pena)) 
duty of 20 per cent accrues in all cases where 
the addition exceeding 10 per cent made by the 
appraisers to the entered value of the goods, 
includes the value of such articles of which 
the importers made no declaration of value in 
their invoice or entry. 

The United States attorney for the southern 
district of New York, reports that the trial of 
the suit of Henry Nordlinger, et. al. vs. W. H 
Robertson, collector, which was brought for 
the recovery of duties claimed to have been 

erroneously exacted in a certain importation 
of so-called ‘millet seed” made into New York 
per Moravia in 1884, resulted in a verdict for 
the defendant, the question involved being 
whether the merchandise was agricultural 
seed or a manufactured article, and the jury 
finding that it was not seed. 


— 
Articles of incorporation of a gigantic natu- 
ral gas scheme were forwarded to Columbus 
last Friday. The incorporators are: J. J. Van- 
dergrift, of Pittsburg; L. H. Smith, of New 
York; John Cummings, Milton Taylor and J. 
M. Brown, of Toledo. The organization will 
be known as the Miami Natural Gas Company. 
The territory named in the articles of incorpo- 
ration includes the counties of Mercer, Starke, 
Shelby, Miami, Champaign. Clarke, Greene, 
Montgomery, Preble, Butler, Warren and 
Hamilton. Thecity of Dayton is to be made 
headquarters of the company. The capital 
stock is fixed at $2,000,000, divided into 20,000 
shares of $100 each. The purposes of the com- 
pany are to pipe natural gas from the south- 
ern part of the Lima field to Piqua, Troy, Ur- 
bana, Springfield, Dayton, Xenia, Hamilton 
and Cincinnati. 








MISCELLANEOUS. 





The Ultramarine and Aniline Indus- 
tries in the United States, 


The variety of uses to which ultramarine is 
putin the industrial arts, the compurative 
cheapness with which it can be produced and 
sold, and its permanency of color under nearly 
all conditions, renders itone of the most im- 
portant pigments known. Immense quantities 
are consumed annually in this country in 
paint, calico printing, paper staining and 
bleaching, printing ink, sugar refining, lauao- 
dry blue and a variety of other ways. Previous 
to 1869 the American market was dependant 
entirely upon Germany for supplies, for al- 
though a number of attempts were made here 
to produce the pigment in competition with 
the foreign makers none of them were succegs- 
ful. In the fall of 1869, a small factory was 
establisbed in Newark, N.J., by a New York 
firm, which in spite of the high cost of labor, 
material and rent, compared with the same 
items in Europe, was successful from the start. 
This was the real beginning of the ultramarine 
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Connected with the works, butin a separate 
building, is the ball blue department, where a 
large partofthe laundry blue in ball shape 
consumed in this country is prepared for the 
market. This work is done by girls, who mold 
and pack the little blue spheres. Another im- 
portant industry connected with these works 
is the manufacture of barrel paint. A special 
building equipped with grinding mills and 
other apparatus is provided for this depart- 
ment, and separated from it but close by is the 
varnish factory, in which is made the special 
varnish in which these paints are ground. Nat- 
urally in connection with such a large ostab- 
lishment as the American Ultramarine Works 
there is a great deal of carting to be done, and 
as the firm has its own teams and wagons, ac- 
commodations such as are seldom found in 
such a connection, are provided forthem. The 
large and commodious stables, fitted up in hard 
wood, iron stalls and mangers, paved with 
stone and furnished with labor-saving appli- 
ances, are far from being the disagreeable ob- 
jects usually seen about factories. 

The store house and shipping department is 
alargy brick structure 150 by 75 feet, divided 
through the center by a drive way, the floors 
on either side being raised so as to facilitate 
the loading of trucks. Below are cellars for 
the storage of raw and finished material. 

Everything used about the works, whether 
of wood or metal, is made, when possible, on the 
premises. There are cooper and carpenter 
shops forthe manufacture and repair of bar- 
rels and vats, and a fully equipped machine 
shop for metal work. Even the clay pots for 
calcining the ultramarine are made here, two 
men being constantly employed in turning 
them out. From ten thousand to twelve thou- 
sand of these pots are always kept on hand. 
The necessities of manufacture require that a 
large stock of the chemicals used in the pro- 
duction of ultramarine should be kept at the 
works and special storage room is provided. 
From 200 to 300 tons of china clay anda like 
quantity of brimstone and soda ash is stored in 
bins at convenient points about the works, and 
considerable space is devoted to coal and other 
necessaries. When the ground upon which the 
works stand was purchased, it was low and 
swampy, but the indefatigable owners have 
filled it in and leveled it off so that it now 
forms one of the driest and healthiest spots 
about the city. Much labor and expense was 
involved in this undertaking, but the result 
has well repaid the outlay. 

The success attending their ultramarine en- 
terprise and the growing demand forhome 
products encouraged Messrs. Heller & Merzin 
1880 to embark in the business of manufactur- 
ing aniline colors. The work was attended 
with no little difficulty and discouragement at 
the start, but its projectors triumphed over all 
obstacles and to-day are turning out a product 
which is not surpassed in any particular by 
European manufactures of the same class. The 
colors produced at these works are fuchsine, 
violet, eosin and aniline blue, the combined 

production of which reach something like 3,000 
pounds per week. The aniline factory is dis- 
tinct from the ultramarine works, though on 
the same property. It isa long low building in 
the main, divided into departments, the pro- 
cesses for making each color requiring a sepa- 
rate room, orrooms. Fuchsine is made in the 
first department, the base being aniline oi!. 
This is mixed with other chemicals in tanks 
placed over two large furnaces, from which 
itflowsina stream of pitchy consistency, as 
rose aniline, into receptacles. It cools ina 
hard mass, which is broken into lumps and 
thrown into revolving drums or agitators, 
where with chemical assistance it is dissolved. 
It is forced from these drums by steam, intoa 
set of tanks and precipitated, the latter opera- 
tion being repeated several times until the 
partiy finished color has become cleansed of 
impurities. From the precipitating tanks it is 
run into crystallizing tubs, where it forms curi- 
ous and various shaped crystals, some of which 
are 14 inch long. The roomin which the 
violet color is made is separated from the fore- 
going by a store room for aniline oil, large 
drums of which fill almost the entire space. 
Each drum contains 1,000 pounds of the oil, and 
every day a drum is used in the production of 
fuchsine. The violet is produced from di- 
methy! aniline and copper salts which are oxi- 
dized and treated with sulphuretted hydrogen 
to produce the color, which is then washed and 
cleansed in a similar manner to that employed 
with fuchsine. 

Eosin isa product of resorcin and phthallic 
acid, which when combined and calcined forms 
fluorescine, which isin turn treated with bro- 
mine to produce the bright scarlet color known 
as eosin. 

The laboratory connected with the aniline 
works is under the charge of Dr. Prochazka 
assisted by his brother and Mr. Henry Merz, Jr. 
It is a two-story building, both floors being fit- 
ted up with apparatus especially designed for 
the delicate tests necessary in the different pro 
cesses. Immense quantities of water are con- 
sumed in all departments, but ample facilities 
in this respect are provided, Beside the regu- 
lar city supply, two wells have been sunk on 
the premises, and for emergencies two large 
tanks, each with a capacity of 6,000 gallons, 
have been placed or the top of one of the taller 
buildings, furnishing sufficient pressure to 
carry a suppiy of water to any part of the 
works. The fire arrangements are admirable 
and it would be a difficult matter for a fire to 
get much headway. Beside fire buckets and 
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coils of hose placed at frequent intervals, a 
system of pipes fitted with patent sprinkling 
attachments extend throughout the works, and 
almost at a moment’s notice any given part of 
the factory could be fiooded. With all the 
labor and expense saving appliances in con- 
nection with the improvements constantlv 
making in the works, there is no question that 
Messrs. Heller & Merz are perfectly able to 
maintain their position against any competi- 
tor. Thesenior member of the firm devotes 
his exclusive attention to the factory, while 
the commercial part is under the guidance of 
Mr. Henry Merz, who extends a courteous and 
cordial welcome to all visitors at the office, 55

These collapsi- 
ble tubes are claimed to be superior to any 
other on the market, and they sell at lower 
prices. The trade pronounce them indispensa- 
ble and the large sales indicate that they are 
being universally used.

Analysis and Purification of Water. 


The American Chemical Society will discuss 
the above subject in all of its bearings, at its 
next meeting to be held at the Univoisity 
building 1n this city on Friday evening Febru- 
ary 18. The meeting of the chemival society 
will no doubt call together many experts upon 
the subject of water supply in its chemical as- 
pects and a full discussion may be expected. 
The question; of methods of water analysis 
and standards of purity for interpretation of 
the results of water analysis are of the highest 
importance, and it is desirable that the opin- 
ions ot authorities upon these points should be 
elicited to the fullest extent. 

The effects of natural and artificial ageneies 
in the puritication of water are also of great 
importanve in a sanitary sense, and the many 
schemes now presented for effecting the puri 
fisation of water, by filtration, ration, etc., 
should be fully examined from the scientific as 
well as from the practical side. All interested 
In this subject are invited to attend. 
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Recent Fires. 

At Danville, Va., Feb.6, fire occurred in Rob- 
bert Bryden’s drug store. His entire stock of 
drugs and medicines was virtually destroyed, 
valued at $5,000; insurance, $4,000. 

At Nantes, France, Feb. 10, the Serpette Oil 
Soap Manufactory was burned, involving a loss 
of $400,000. 

At Hull, England, Feb. 11, fire destroyed a 
number of warehouses and oil mills, causing a 
total loss of $200,000. 

At Longview, Ga., Feb. 5, the turpentine dis- 
tillery of C. B. Parke was burned. One ofthe 
stills ig entirely ruincd and the other very 
much damaged. There was also six barrels 
spirits turpentine and 21 barrels rosin burned. 
The loss will reach $2,000 with no insurance. 
The fire is thought to have been the work of 
an incendiary. 

The targe varnish factory of J. Masury & 
Son, No. 187 Plymouth street, Brooklyn, was 
partly destroyed by fire Saturday. Loss, $35,- 
000; fully insured. The origin is attributed to 


spontaneous combustion.

The Billingsley Bill Like a Two- 
Edged Sword. 

An oil refiner of long experience said recentiy 
that the passage of the Billingsley bill at Har- 
risburg would have disastrous effects in Pitts- 
burg. It would be the death of the refining 
business here. In reducing the rate of pipeage 
from 20 cents to 10 cents per barrel, he ex- 
plained, the three independent pipe lines could 
not operate at such a small profit. One of these 
is the Holdship line from Shannopin to Pitts- 
burg, another is the Eclipse, at Titusville,while 
a third runs down through the Butler oil field, 
But the great Transit Company’s line (the 
Standard Company) would go ahead operating 
tt the reduced rates and scarely miss the dif- 
ference In receipts. 

Even if the independent lines could stand the 
reduction, the refiners at Pittsburg would be 
placed at another disadvantage. Most of the 
oil produced goes through the pipe lines to 
Philadelphia to de refined, and ie from there 
shipped to foreign countries, Under the pro- 
posed bill both Pittsburg and Philadelpbia 
would have to pay the same rate, 10 cents for 
pipeage of crude oil, but Pittsburg to ship the 
refined East would have to pay freight, and 
therefore could not compete with Philadelphia. 
The five independent refineries have an output 
of from 7,000 to 10,000 barrels a week, with two 
or three other refineries at Freedom. The four 
refineries of Philadeiphia have a weekly capac- 
ity of 80,000 barrels. The principal refinery is 


owned by Senator Lou Emery, who is said to 
have framed the Billingsley bill. 

The Pittsburg refiner added in conclusion 
that the reduction in pipeage rates would only 
cheapen oil for foreign consumers, and that the 
American public would derive no benefit at all 
from it.—Pittsburg G izette.

Postal Packages. v 


Here is what the Baltimore Sun says of the 
useful postal packages, which are in such de- 
mand here and elsewhere: 

The manufacture of postal packages is a new 
industry in Baltimore, the outgrowth of the 
inventive genius of Baltimore Mechanics. The 
establishment of the Postal Package Company 
is on South Paca street, which is fitted up with 
the machinery necessary for the work, and it 
gives employment to a corps of men and girls. 
Some time ago the Post-office Depart- 
ment advertised for the production of a 
suituable package for sending liquids 
and other matter in that class through 
the mails. So many packages were being 
broken and injuring the mail that the Post- 
office Department decided to exclude them un- 
less a suitable wrapper was invented. Messrs. 
Harry R. Gillingbam, machinist,and James B. 
Andrews, both Baltimoreans, are the inventors 
and patentees of the packages made by the 
Postal Package Company inthiscity. It is a 
tin cylinder, of the sizes needed, from the one- 
eighth of a dram to four ounces, the lai gest al- 
lowed in the mails. The inside of the cylinder 
is fitted with blotting-paper lining, a rubber 
cover fits on the neck of the cylinder, and the 
tin topistightly screwed on by a thread in 
the metal. Then there is a light poplar box, 
cut square on the outside and hollowed by 
machinery to receive the cylinder. When a 
glass bottle with any liquid is inclosed in 
this way the package can be addressed 
and mailed to any part of the world 
without danger of breaking. The tin cylinder 
and outer wooden case are wonderfully light 
for their strength of resistance. It isa hard 
job to smash a package with heavy blows from 
a hammer. The package has been approved 
by the general superintendent of the railway 
mail service, and the Postal Package Com- 
pany, With home capital, have gone into the 
manufacture for the whole country. Their or- 
ders come from all sections, and the daily out- 
put now is 3,000 cases, which is to be increased 
to 10,000 cases. Scrap tin from the tinware 
makers is utilized, and the machinery em- 
ployed is novel and ingenious. Valuable arti- 
cles, as well as liquids, are mailed in thee 
packages, which insure them from irjury by 
contact with other matter.

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Mica and Pyrites in Abundance. 

A correspondent of the Manufacturers Rec- 
ord, writing from Pine Mountain, Ga., says: 

Besides the agricultural resources of this 
mountain country, there are other sources of 
wealth that are being opened up to the great 
benefit of the region. Itis really rich in win- 
eral resources, yet those to the region born and 
reared are slow to avail themselves of the bo- 
nanzas within their reach. A few years ago 
farmer Ledford opened a rich mica mine; it 
was the pure, hard, clear, spotless muscovite, 
in large crystals, ina vein 20 feet wide, solid, 
intermixed with quartz, flesh-colored, red and 
yellow orthoclase, and walled in with felds- 
pathic bands. Outside the value of the mica, 
which paid well, there was the orthoclase, val- 
uable for glazing purposes, and the fine quartz 
crystals that could easily have been converted 
into glass equal to that made from the Brazil- 
ian pebble stone, yet Mr. Ledford left this just- 
orened mine to itself, and went out to look for 
something new, and half a mile away he found 
another lead of pure mica. which he is working 
ona small, though paying scale. He lives in the 
mica section of this, Rabun county, and the 
great plumose lamps, micaceous sheets and 
echistose rocks are sufficient indications of its 
probsble plentifulness. So farmer Ledford, in 
his two mines,bas two exchecquers upon which 
he can draw in case of emergency,without fear 
of his drafts being dishonored. The Bidwell 
mica mines, four in number, in the Nantaha) 
Mountains, in North Carolina, though rich. are 
doing but little. One of them has good houses, 
the necessary mining paraphernalia, is opened 
with a rich vein 26 feet wide, and after taking 
out a crystal that cut 312 pounds of the finest 
North Carolina mica, it has been given a rest. 
In this vein are pyrites sufficient for the man- 
ufacture of large quantities of sulphuric acid, 
while among the beryls found in the vein is the 
aqua marine. These mines in Georgia and 
North Carolina are within easy reach of trans- 
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portation, and will doubtless soon contribute 
their full quota to the world’s supply of min- 
erals. There are many other industries here 
that would yield a handsome compensation 
were they touched into activity, while lack of 
energy, capital and business tact keep them 
taking a Rip Van Winkle nap. The field is open 
here for men with means and business push to 
maroh in and make fortunes,

Concerning Trade-Marks, Ete, 


The following is the act just approved by the 
President to amend the law relating to patents, 
trade-marks and copyright: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That hereafter, dur- 
ing the term of letters patent for a design, it 
shall be unlawful for any person other than 
the owner of said letters patent, without the 
license of such owner, to apply the design se- 
cured by such letters patent, or any colorable 
imitation thereof, toany article of manufac- 
ture for the purpose of sale,or to sell or expose 
for sale any article of manufacture to which 
such design or colorable imitation shall, with- 
out the license of the owner,bave been applied, 
knowing that the same has been so applied. Any 
person violating the provisions, or either of 
them, or this section shall be liable in the 
amount of two hundred and fifty doijlars, and 
in ease the total profit made by him from the 
manufacture and sale, as aforesaid, of the arti- 
cle or articles to which the design, or colorable 
imitation thereof, has been applied, exceds the 
sum of two hundred and fifty dollars, he shal 
bs further liable for the excess of such profit 
over and above the sum of two hundred and 
fifty dollars; and the full amount of such lia- 
biiity may be recovered by the owner of the 
letters patent, tohis own use, in any Circuit 
Court of the United States having jurisdiction 
of the parties, either by action at law or upon 
a billin equity for an injunction te restrain 
such infringement. 

See. 2. That nothing in this act contained 
shall prevent, lessen, impeach or avoid aay 
remedy at law orin equity which any owner 
of letters patent for a design, aggrieved by the 
infringement of the same, might have had if 
this act bad not been passed; but such owner 
shall not twice recover tow profit made from 
the infringement.

Ceylon Arrack, 


The natives of Ceylon, particularly those 

who reside on the sea-coast towards the south, 
annually engage in a minor industry, which 
has for its object the production of alcoholic 
liquor from the sap of the cocoanut tree (Cocos 
nucifers), This tree grows abundantly on the 
southera coast of the island, and the utilization 
of the various products gives employment to 
many of the natives, while the taxes derived 
therefrom are not the least important part of 
the revenue of the country. The spirit which 
is obtained by distillation from the sap yields 
to the Government of Ceylon a revenue of be- 
tween £60,000 and £70,000 annually, derivable 
from rents and licenses. The spirit is sold by 
the distillers at a very low price, and is mostly 
consumed in the island, but large quantities 
are shipped to Southern India for the use of 
the Government troops there. The quantity 
produced is so large that a suggestion has 
recently been made that the purer varie- 
ties of the spirit might be imported into this 
country for use in manufactures; and for 
this reason we now produce a few facts regard- 
ing the subject. Ceylon arrack must not be 
confounded with the epirit distilled from rice 
mash, This latter is a much inferior spirit. Lo 
Ceylon the spirit is disiilled from “toddy,” the 
saccharine juice which exudes from the imma- 
ture flower of the cocoauut tree after incision. 
In collecting this toddy the first duty of the 
operator is to select his trees, and after joining 
them t gether by means of ropes secured near 
the summit, whereby he may travel from one 
to another, the spathes of the immature flowers 
are beaten da ly, and in the course of a week 
the flower is reduced toa pulp, without injury 
to the spathe. ‘The flower is bint double 
and a small earthen pot attached to the 
end, which is cut off. The juice trickies 
into the pot slowly, and is collected mornimg 
and evening by the wcrxman, who atthe same 
time time cuts a fresh slice off the end of the 
spathe. The juice so collected is toddy, and is 
of a highly saccharine nature, quickly ferment- 
ing. Some of it is directly evaporated for the 
sake of the sugar which it contains,and which 
is known as “jiggery’’; whether, in fact, the 
toddy is to be converted into jaggery or arrack 
is a matter of expedieucy governed by the de- 
mand for the articles. There is no restiiction 
on the manufacture of jaggery, but if the tod- 
dy ia to be converted into arcack a Govern- 
ment license is required, which c.sts the dis- 
tiller 100 rupees per still for the eight months’ 
work. Itis ic accordance with human nature, 
thetefore, that illicit distilling should be largely 
resorted to by the natives. The apparatus used 
in this vase is the aboriginal red clay retort, 
still-head, and condense?, These wore exhibited 
in the Ceylon Court of the Colonial and Indian 
Exhibition, and are now deposited in the Kew 
museum. The condenser is simply a clay pipe 
with bulbousend, The stem is covered witha 
course-fiber rope, which is saturated with cold 
water during distillation, the condensed spirit 
ce llecting in the bulbous end. 

The still used by licensed distillers is a much 





more modern apparatus, and comprises a tin- 


ned copper still and atili-head and tlock- 
in condensing werm. Each satill is of 
180 to 200 gallons capacity. When that 


quantity of toddy has been collected, it is 
at once transferred to the still. The first dis- 
tillation produces a liquor termed “polwak- 
ara measuring a fcurth of the toddy 
used. It takes four repetitions of this 
process,therefore, to obtain sufficient polwa- 

kara to fill the still again, and when this quan- 
tity is secured, the polwakara is again distilled, 
and produces whut is called “talwakara,” or 
arrack, which measures only half of the pol- 
wakara, or one-eighth of the original volume. 
The strength of this tawakara varies from 13 
to 20 degrees under proof; to increase that 
strength the process of distillation is repeated, 
in which case the product is termad “‘ispiritu,”’ 
or spirit. This spirit is subjected, when de- 
sired, to repeated distillation, until a iquor of 
considerabls strength is produced; two sam- 
ples of spirits of arrack in our possession being 
respectively 29 and 33 degrees over proof. The 
stronger of these is treble-distilled, and has a 
distinctly amylic odor and taste, the peculiar 
flavor of the cocoanut being also perceptible. 
These samples have been kept in cask, and are 
intended for use #8 a liquor. The peculiar 
tlavor of the arrack may be eliminated by rec- 
tification. The present total produce of arrack 
in Ceylon is over a million gallons peranoum, 
and the prices obtained for it by the dis- 
tillers from wholsalers ranges from 10d to Is 
6d per gallen, according to the degree of 
rectification. The wholesale dealers pay a li- 
cense of 100 rupees per annum, while the re- 
tailers pay rent to government, who control 
the traffic both as to its extent and the retail 
price of the spirit, which is about 4s. 6d. or 5e, 
per gailon. Mostofthe arrack that is used i-, 
as we have already stated, consumed in the 
native taverns, and this fact has an important 
bearing on the export of the spirit to this 
country. At preseat distillers manufacture 
for home consumption principally; would they 
be able to meet a large demand for export? 
Our inquiries tend to show that they would 
not, at least for some time, because the supply 
of the toddy is limi‘ed and their apparatusim- 
perfect. Moreover, before the spirit is fit for 
export it must be much more carefully recti- 
fied, and stronger than it is made at present, 
The expense required to effect these improve- 
ments would bring the price up to at least 2s. 
per gallon in the Ceylon market. The addi- 
tional charges for freight, &c., would bring the 
price on the English market to about 2s, 6/,— 
quite a prohibitive sum in these days of cheap 
German spirit, whichis placed on vur market 
at about ls. 6d. per gallop, duty unpaid. We 
refer more particularly to spirit suitable for 
manufacturing purposes, but we should be 
pleased to learn that our calculations are ex- 
cessive. It is far better if we have to import 
such products that we should secure our sup- 
plies from our own dependencies, and we at 
present undoubtedly obtain from Continental! 
distillers much of the spirit that we use. If 
Cey!ou is able to compete wiih them, it ig not 
too late to begin.— Chemist and D ugyist. 
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The Naval Stores Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, 

The following circular has just been re- 
ceived from the Georgin Naval Stores Manu- 
factarers’ Protective Association: 

Since our last circular letter was issued, on 
January 7th, two circumstances have occurred 
which require Official notice trom this associa- 
tion. 

1. Shortly after our announcement of the 
success of our committee in obtaining the re- 
duction of twenty per cent. on rosin freights, 
the Savannah, Florida & Western Railway 
Company issued a notice stating thatin future 
they would enforce the “L. C. iL. rate” on 
“less than car load lots” of spirits turpentine, 
The rate mentioned is from three to four times 
as great as on car load lots. It was made some 
years ago by the Commission, but bas never 
been enforced by the railroads, no distinction 
having been made between the rates on “car 
load lots’ and smaller quantities, 


TSE ASSOCIATION NOT RESPONSIBLE, 

A great outcry was taised by Savannah fac- 
tors over this order, which they scemed to con- 
strue as “general” with the railroads, and it 
has been brought to our attention that numer- 
ous letters have been written into the country 
to manufacturers, charging our association and 
our committee with “*beiag responsible for this 
high rate on spirits in small lots,” and it has 
even been said that we (i. e., the Protective Ag- 
sociation) “have brought ruin upon mz f 
the smaller operators,” ete., etc. 

Asa rvatter of fact, only one of therail:c ou. , 
viz; the Savanoah, Florida & Western Kailway, 
issued such an order, and that road soon sus- 
pended its enforcement, and did not collect the 
“L. C. L. rate’ on a siagle shipment during the 
time it was in force. So much for this “hue 
and cry”’ about spirit rates, 

We do not feel that our association can be 
beld accountable for the issuance of such an 
order by the Savannah, Florida and Weste:n 
Railway, or any other railroad, because we had 
nothing todo with the making of the differ- 
ential rate by the R iilroad Commiesion primar- 
ily, and indeed our committee was not aware 
that such a rate existed, no difference being 
made (is we said before) in the rates charged 
on L. C. L. lots and those charged on C, L,

| 
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We naturally resent any of these malicious 
attempts to create prejudice sgainst us for 
some. hing we were not to blame for. Further- 
more, it was entirely reasonable to suppose 
that this Association was fully able to obtain 
from the Railroad Commission redress for any 
injustice perpetrated against naval stores pro- 
ducers by the railronds. We hud certainly 
demonstrated our influence with the commis 
sion by securing for the manufacturers a clean 
reduction of twenty per cent. on freight rates 
of rosin, whilst our friends in Savannah, the 
**most potent, grave and reverend seigniors”’ 
ol the Board of Trade, had made the same ef- 
fort and fail« d, 


A RECOGNITION THE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SION, 

We will state, incidentally, for the informa. 
tion of manufacturers, that after the Savan- 
nah, Florida & Western Railway issued its 
order, relating to spirits in L. C. L. lots, letters 
were written by certain Savannah factors to 
the railroad commission, in Atlanta, asking 
that the said rate be rescinded, and these let- 
ters were duly referred to the officers of this 
Association by the Secretary of the Commie- 
sion, stating that they could not notify the 
roads in that form, and requesting us to take 
charge ft the matter,and furmulate our peti- 
tion on the subject at issue, and they would 
duly ap oint a hearing between us and the 
railroads. We appreciate this action on the 
partof th» Commission,as being eminently 
just and proper, because it must not be for- 
gotten—or the fact lost sizht of -that the Na- 
val Stores Manufacturers Protective Associa- 
tion represents the **producers”’ while the Fac- 
tors represent the ‘middie men.” 

A£ TO WBIGHTS OF ROS N, 

A good deal has been said aad written re- 
cently about the “weights of rosin,” since the 
twenty per cent reduciion went into effect, and 
it has been meaniy charged by certain factors, 
that we accomplished nothing after all, as now 
the rosin is weighed, while beretofore the bar- 
rails were estimated at 400 pounds each, and in 
maby instances rosin was shipped to market in 
barre.s weighing 500 pouode and upwards.” 
W hile we appreciate the truth of the old say- 
ing that “everything looks yellow to the jiun- 
diced eye,” we insist on baving simple justice 
for our Association in this matter of freight 
reduction, and theref .re claim, in reply: First. 
That on the Central K:ilroad and its branches 
freight bas always been charged on rosin by 
actual weight; therefore on that road and its 
tributaries, the reduction is unquestionably 
net. Secondly. It has been shown that the 
average weight of all rosin received in Savan- 
nah by the Savannah, Florida & Westera Rail- 
way, is 450 pounds to the barrel. (We must be 
governed by the average weight, of course.) 
Such boing the case, the reduction effected on 
rosin freigbts on that road and its connections 
is certainly ten percent. Thirdly. In all cases 
where an operator shipping rosin into Savan- 
nab over the Savannah, Florida & Western 
Railway (this includes the East Tennessee, 
Virginia & Georgia Raiiroad and Brunswick 
and Western Kailway) has teen paying freight 
—on his account sales—on the actual weight of 
the ro.in, and not getting the benefit of the 400 
pounds estimated weight per barrel, as 
chaiged for by the railroad, the reduction 
to sald operator is undeniably net, 
orsame as to shippers over the Central and 
branches. Fouribly. It is not fair, in ovr 
opinion, that any discrimination in the matter 
of freights or otherwise should be made, or 
asked, in favor of manufacturers on other 
roads in the State against the manufacturers 
along the line of the Central Ruilroad and its 
dependencies. 

EXAMINE YOUR ACCOUNT SALES, 

In some cases (it is alleged) manufacturers 
were charged freight on thv actual weight of 
rosin, a3 shown by the Inspector's certificates, 
while in no case have factors been paying the 
Savannah, Florida & Western Railway freight 
on over 400 pounds to the barrel of rosin, For 
along time, it is claimed, the weight of rosin 
from several stations on that road was esti- 
mated at only 350 pounds to the barrel, and 
freight paid by factors accordingly. There 
having been some irregularity in this matter 
we suggest to all operators, receiving this cir- 
cular, whose shipments are received in Savan- 
nah via Savannah, Fiorida & Western Railway, 
that they examine their rosin account sales for 
the past several years, and ascertain whether, 
in any instance, they bave been charged 
freight on more than 400 pounds to the barrel. 
In all cases where a greater freight charge ha; 
been made, you are, of course, entitled to have 
the amount refunded to you, and it is hardly 
probable that any objection will be made by 
any factor to refunding such overcharge in 
any instance where same may have been 
made, as it is likely that all such overcharges, 
if any, occurred through “clerical errore,”’ 
Any information or assistance that this associ- 
ation can give or render in matters of th!s kind 
will be cheerfully furnisbed at any time. 

NO CONNECTION WITH THE STANDARD. 

2. The second matter requiring notice from 
us isthe sensational article appearing in the 
Savannah Morning News on the 2ith ultimo, 
in which itis mentioned, that two prominent 
naval stores factors make the charge that the 
Naval Stores Manufacturers’ Protective Asso 
ciation aud the Standard Oil Company are di- 
rectly connected, 

We herewith deny officially and emphbati- 
cally that there bas been any co'responvence, 
negotiation or transaction whatever between 
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this association and the Standard, and pro 
nounce the assertion of the suid factors to that 
effect, untruc, unfounded and absurd, The 
orig'nal object of the present movement, as is 
well known, was the formation of a *‘co-opera- 
tive” association, with ffices in Savannah and 
Brunswick. through which the members could 
do their business, instead ot through factors, 
and thus effect a large saving in expenses. It 
will be remembered that the proposed associa- 
tion was to be entirely se’f sustaining, and no 
connection with the Standard Oil Company 
was suggested or hinted at in any of the 
origins! circulars, private conferences or con- 
ventions, as none was contemplated or thought 
of. The original co-operative plan was aban- 
doned fcr reasons deemed good, and the 
present Protective Association of the manu- 
facturers was duly organized. 
THE FACTORS SELL TO THE STANDARD, 

It is not generally known that the nava 
stores commission merchants in Savannah and 
other ports sell largely to the Standard Oil 
Company, and have always been as willing to 
selltheir receipts to the Chess-Carley Com- 
pany (or the Standard) as to any other buyer 
in tho market. 

No sensible, reasoning producer will be af- 
fected or influenced by any “‘tairy tales’’ about 
the Standard Oil Company getting control of 
the naval stores business. Such a control, in 
our opinion, is not wanted ur contemplated, 
nor could it be obtained (if dcesired,) on account 
of the peculiar circumstances surrounding and 
attending the production of spirits turpentine 
and rosin. To sbow the inconsistency of these 
factors (who now appear to be so badiy “up- 
set’ by our movement,) there is nothing wrong 
cr dangerous in their selling five thousand bar- 
rels of spirits turpentine at the ports to the 
same Standard Oil Company; but it is dread- 
fully wrong and exceedingly dangerous for the 
producer to sell the Oil Company fifty barrels 
at his still or local station in the interior, even 
though he should see that he was saving a dol- 
lar or more per barrel by so doing! The aif- 
ference is, that where the factors sell at the 
ports they receive a liberal “slice’ out of the 
turpentine, in the shape of commissions, 
charges, etc., for their trouble; while, if sold 
by the producer in the interior, they (the fac- 
tore) do not “get a whack at it.” And that is 
were the shoe pinches, and nowhere else, and 
our fri. nds will be wise if they are not de- 
ecived, 

INDORSEMENT OF THE PRESS. 

The present agitation and the Association 
itself have already accomplished great good 
and its merits are beginning to be generally 
recognized. The Dodge County Jourral, in an 
able editorial, published January 19th, which 
should be read by every producer in the States 
gaye: “The good work that the Association has 
done is not an initimation, even, of the good it 
will do if supported earnestly by the manufac- 
turers. * * * Itisto be hoped that an or- 
ganization so earnest and just in its intent as 
the Association, so necessary at this juncture 
of depr. ssion, will meet the general support of 
all concerned, and the good will of all who ob- 
serve, The naval stores manufacturers of 
Georgia are important enough to demand 
their rights and strong enough to obtain them.’» 

The Atlanta Constitut.on, of January 20th, in 
a leading editorial commenting on and quot- 
ing from our recent circular, says: “The Con- 
etitution congratulates the naval stores pro- 
ducers on the success of their Association, and 
on their determination to systematize their 
business in all its details, The production of 
naval stores isa very important Georgia in- 
dustry. 

TIME TO CALL A HALT. 

The “over-production” of navai stores must 
be checked, and the “wholesale” destruction 
of the pine forests must be stopped. If the 
producers and the land owners of Geor- 
gia were profiting largely by this over- 
production of turpentine and rosin and this 
fearful waste of timber, there would be some 
compensation for the evil, and some provision 
thus being made against the “rainy day” in the 
future when we will have no more timber left 
to work. But, unfortunaiely,such is not the 
case, and the only class gettiug rich under the 
present condition of affairs are the factors and 
commission merchants who handle the pro- 
duct, from whom this terrible over-production 
directly emanated, and who are now making 
every possible ¢ffort to keep it up. 

A WARNING TO MANUFACTURERS, 

We desire to warn our fellow producers not 
to permit themselves to be “bamboozled” or 
deceived on the important questions now at 
issue between the manufacturers of naval 
stores and certain factors, and we warn them 
earnestly against allowing themselves, under 
any circumstances, to be “driven” into hostil- 
ity to this their own protective association. 
There is too much disposition manifested 
among some of our frieuds to believe every- 
thiog told or written them by their factor, to 
the prejudice of this association. We think 
every operator should reason for himself on 
these subjects, and look out for his own best 
interests at all timee. It is much better to in- 
vestigate and inquire into these matters your- 
self. 

We suggest that there is no objection to bor- 
rowing money from a factor on good security, 
if he is willing to lend it; but we cannot admit 
that the advancing of money to a producer by 
@ commission merchant carries with it the 
right to furnish brains to the producer like- 


wise.

OUR POSITION ON THE “HORNING” QUESTION. 

The association has resolved to break up the 
nefarious practice of “horning” rosin, and 
does not propose to be “biuffed” or turned 
aside from its honest resolution in the matter 
There isno doubt of the fact that a gigantic 
swindle has been flourishing right here in our 
midst for several years, and it is a lasting re- 
proach to thé leading naval stores factors of 
Savannah that they have tolerated the prac- 
tice, if some of them, indeed, have not “wink- 
ed” atit. Asystem of doing business, under 
which hundreds of thousands of barrels of 
rosin have been foisted upon distant consum- 
era from one to three grades above its original 
inspection and return rendered to the innocent 
Producer in the country, calls for the con- 
demnation of all honest men,and must be 
effectually stamped out of existence at this, 
the leading naval stores port of the world, 
where it should never have been allowed to 
exist for a bingle moment. The practice of 
“borning” has been appropriately styled “a 
moral cancer, fastened on the naval stores 
trade.” Itisour duty now,in view of recent 
ev: nts, to refresh the minds of the producers, 
and the public generally, on the somewhat re- 
markable position taken by the Savannah 
Board of Trade, on May 7, 1885, on this dishon- 
est practice of *horning’”’ rosin, which then 
came up for their official consideration and 
action. The vote shows that “horning” was 
(practivaliy) sustained by twenty-one (21) to 
eleven (1!)! Of the naval stores element in 
the Board of Trade it appears that eleven voted 
against horning and nine voted in its favor! 
The worst feature of the case is that of these 
nbiae votes cast (practically) in favor of the 
Practice, five are shown to have been by fac- 
tors. 

We hope to push our investigation into the 
matter with such success that ‘the horuer and 
his little hatchet” will sova be athing of the 
past. 

NO HOSTILITY TO FACTORS. 

We do not wish it understood tbat this asso- 
ciation or its members are hostile to the fac- 
tors, and that we are antagonistic to the com 
miesion business. On the contrary our feelings 
are very kind, personally, for the commission 
merchants, and their business, also, when con- 
ducted on legitimate principles, und when the 
best interests of the naval stores producers are 
being looked after and protected. There has 
been no “war waged” by the association 
against factore, but against their system cf 
-doing business. It would seem that there mutt 
be something radically wrong in a businces 
system under which a half dozen fi:ms have 
beeu enabled to build up a startling monopoly 
in the control of tur,entine and rosin, and 
have grown enormously rich in a short space 
of time, while the producers have not been 
able to make more than a bare living out of 
what ought to be the most profitable industry 
in this country. 

lt is to be regretted that our investigating 
committee, which called on the factors early 
in November, was not received by ali the fac- 
torsin ths kind and proper spirit manifested 
by two prominent firms who fixed their scale 
of charges on a satisfactory basis, and who 
agreed tully with our committee on the im- 
portance of a more conservative system of do- 
ing business being established. We do not 
hold ourselves responsible for the “friction” 
which has existed between this association and 
the factors who have deliberately assumed a 
Position of active antagonism to our move- 
ment and who have, unfortunately for them- 
selves, thus practically “advertised” them- 
selves as hostile to the best interests of the 
naval stores producers of Georgia. 

We ask a careful, double perusal of this cir- 
cular letter,and the most thoughtful and in- 
telligent consideration of ite suggestions and 
the information contained therein, Any in- 
formation that we can furnish, or assistance 
that we can render legitimately to manufac:u- 
rers,in the adjustment or settlement of any 
dispute or trouble arising with factors, mer- 
chante, transportation companies or neighbors, 
will be cheerfully forthcoming. Any corres- 
pondence between the association and produc- 
ers will be treated as confidential, if so desired.

The Billingsley Bill. 


An act to punish corporations, companies, 
firms, associations and persons and each of 
them engaged in business of transporting by 
pipe line or lines or storing petroleum in tank 
or tanks, under certain restrictions and penal- 
ties, from charging in excess of certain fixed 
rates for receiving, travsporting, storing and 
delivering petroleum, and to regulate deduc- 
tions for losses caused to petroleum in pipe 
lines and storage tanks by lightning, firestorm 
or other unavoldable causes. 

Section 1. Beit enacted by the Senate and 
House of Kepresentatives of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania in general assembly 
met, and it is hereby enacted by authority of 
the same: That no corporation, company, firm, 
association, person or persons who are now, or 
shall hereafter, engage in the business of trans- 
porting or storing crude or refined petroleum 
by means of pipe line or pipe lines, or storage 
by tank or tanks, shall demand or receive any 
rate of charge in excess of 10 cents per barrel, 
reckoning 42 gallons for each barrel, for all 
services perfor med within this commonwealth 
in receiving petroleum from tank or tanks or 
other receptacle on the lease or farm at the 
place of its production and transporting and 
delivering the same, or petroleum of like kind 











and quality in every essential particular in the 
division of such pipe line within which the 
same shall have been received at any shipping 
point in said division which may be designated 
by the holder, owner or purchaser of said pe- 
troleum, whether said petroleum is held by 
certificate, voucher, receipt, credit balance, ac- 
cepted order, or otherwise. And such corpo- 
ration, company, firm. association, person or 
persone, and each of them, are hereby required 
immediately upon this act becoming a law to 
erect and establish, if not already established, 
acd maintain thereafter at least one shipping 
point within each pipe line division within this 
common wealth of sufficient dimensions, capac- 
ity and equipment to accommodate the entire 
trade within each such pipe jine division. 


Section 2. No such corporation, company, 
firm, essociation, person or persons, shall de- 
mand or receive from any person or persons, 
firms, association, company cr corporation 
owning or holding acredit balance for petro- 
leum in line or tank within this common- 
wealth any rate of charge whatever for the 
tankage or storage of petroleum owned or £0 
held by credit balance for the firet thirty days 
from the date of said credit balance. And no 
corporation, company, firm,association, person 
or persons who are now engaged or shall here- 
after engag-~ ic the busines; of transporting or 
storing crude or refined petroleum by means 
of pipe line cr pipe lines, or storage tank or 
tanks, sball demand or receive. from any 
source whatsoever, for the tankage of crude 
or refined petroleum within this commonwealth 
any rate of charge in excess of one-sixtieth of 
one cent per barrel of 42 gallons a day or frac- 
tional part thereof so long as said petroleum 
shall thereafter be held and stored in tank. 


Section 3, Such corporation, company, firm, 
association, person or persons ard hereby 
obliged and required, and it is hereby made the 
duty ofsuch corporation, company, firm, asso- 
clatiop, person or persons, and each of them, 
to hold and store in tank any and all 
petroleum offered for storage or trans- 
portation or any and <all_ petroleum 
received and transported by them, or either of 
them for the owner thereof; or for the person 
or persous holding certificate,voucher, receipt, 
credit balance or accepted order therefor, fora 
period of one year or forany shorter period 
than one year from the time when 8a.d petro- 
leum was first receivei by such corporation, 
company, tirm, association, person or persons, 
for storage, if requested so to do by the owner 
thereof, or by the person or persons holding 
certificate, voucher, receipt, credit balauce or 
accepted crder therefor, 8t and forthe rate of 
charge of one-sixtieth of one cent per ba'rel of 
42 galions for each day, or fractional pari 
thereof thereafter. Except that when said 
petroleum. is held by credit balance, no rate of 
charge whatever shall be made or charged on 
said credit balance for the first 30 days from 
the date of said credit balance. 


Section 4. Buch corporation, compary, firm, 
association, person or persons shall be allowed 
to make a deduction from the crude petroleum 
received, transported or stored, not to exceed 
one-half of one per centum of said petroleum 
so received, transported or stored, on acc unt 
of water, se iiment, evaporation, waste and the 
like. The deduction mentioned in this section 
shall be made when the petroleum is firat run 
or transported by such corporation, company, 
firm, association. person or persons, from the 
tank or receptacie on the lease or farm where 
produced, and it is hereby declared to be un- 
lawful for 8 ch corporation, company, firm. 
association, person or persons to make the re- 
dactionin this section provided for at any 
other time or place than as above provided. 


Section 5. Any corporation, company, firm, 
association, officer ur officers, agent or agents, 
person or persons, engaged in the business of 
transporting or etoring crude or refined petro- 
leum withia this commonwealth by means of 
pipe line or pipe lines, or storage tank or 
tanks shal), upon application of the owner 
of any well or wells, lay pipe or pipes 
to any well or wells, on any lease or 
leases, in any locality where there is any 
oil on any farm or farms in this common- 
wealth, and receive the oil therefrom and 
transport the same through their pipe line or 
pipe lines and store the sane in their storage 
tank or tanks, in any place in any division des- 
ignated by the owner or purchaser of said pe- 
troleum, and hold the same subject to the 
owner or purchaser at the rate or charge pre- 
scribed ia the preceding sectiors. 

Section 6. Such corporation, company, firm, 
association, person or persons shall be liable 
for all loss caused by lightaing, fire, storm or 
other unavoidable cause to the petroleum re 
ceived, transporied or stored by them, and in 
the event of any such loss the same shall be 
charged by said corporatioa, company, firm, 
association, person or persons, pro rata, upon 
and deducted from all petroleum in the cus 
tody ot such corporation, company, firm, asso- 
ciation, persons or persons at the date of such 
loss. 

Secticn 7. Any corporation, company, firm, 
association, officer or officers, agent or agents 
thereof, person or persons engaged in the bus- 
iness of transporting or si\oring crude or re- 
fined petroleum within this commonwealth by 
means of pipe line or pipe lines or storage tank 
or tanks, who shal! demand or receive any rate 
of charge in excess of 10 ceats per barrel, reck- 
oning 42 gallons for each barrel, for all services 
performed within this commonwealta for re- 





ceiving petroleum from tank or tauks or other 
receptacle on the leasy or farm at the place of 
its production and transporting and delivering 
the same or petroleum of like kind and qual- 
ity in every essential particular in the division 
ofthe pipe line within which the same shall 
have been received at the shipping point desig- 
nated by the holder, owner or purchaser of 
said petroleum, or who shall fail or neglect to 
erect and establish immediately upon this act 
becoming a law—if not already established— 
and main‘ain thereafter at least one shipping 
point within each pipe line division within this 
commonwealth of sufficient dimension and ca- 
pacity, ani properly equip the sameto accom- 
modate the entire trade within each such ds 

trict, or who shalidemand or receive for the 
storage of petroleum with n this common- 
wealth, any rate of charge in excess of one- 
sixtieth of one cent a barrel of forty-two gal- 
lons a day, or a fractional part thereof, so long 
as said petroleum shall thereafter be held and 
stored in tank, or who shall demand or receive 
from any person or persons, firm, association, 
compaby or corporation owning or holding a 
credit balance for petroleum so owned or held 
by credit balance for the ficst thirty days com- 
mencing from the date of said credit balance, 
or who shall refuse to hold and store in tan‘ 
any and all p troleum received and transp: rted 
by them or either of them for the owner there 

of, or for the person or persons bolding certifi- 
cate, voucher receipt, credit balance or accept- 
ed ordertherefor for the period of one year 
from the time when said petroleum was first 
received by such corporation, company, firm, 
association, person or persons, for storage, if 
requested so to do by the owner thereof, or by 
the person or persons holding certificate, 
voucher, receipt, credit balance or accepted 
order therefor, at and for the rate of charge o* 
onc-sixtieth of one cent per barrel of forty-two 
gallons for each day or fractional part thereof 
thereafter—but no rate of charges whatever 
shail be had, or made, for the first thirty days 
from date of credit baiance, when oll is held 
by credit balance—or who sball make 
apy deduction on account of water, sedi- 
ment, evaporation, waste or the like, in exce3s 
of one-balf of one per cent. of the petroleum 
received, transported and stored, v1 who shall 
violate any or either of the provisions or re- 
yuirements of any or either of the first sections 
of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde 

meanor and on conviction thereof shall be 
sentenced to pay a fine of not less than one 
thousand dollars nor more than two thousand 
doliars for the first offense, and for the cecond 
and any subsequent Cffense to pay a fine of not 
less than two thousand dollurs nor more than 
five thousand dollars and to undergo an im- 
prisonment of rot less than sixty days and not 
exceeding one yeir, one-half of any such fine 
or fines to be paid to the prosecutor and the 
other one-half to be for the use of the county 
in which euch cffense cr offenses shall have 
been committed, and in addition to the penal- 
ties hereinbefore pr.vided shali be Jiable iu an 
action of debt to auy person or persons, firm, 
company, association or corporatioa thereby 
aggricved for double the amount of the dam- 
age sustained by reason of the violation of any 
of the provisicns of this act. 

Section 8. No contract teretofore made or 
now existing, for receiving, transporting or 
storing petroleum within this commonweaith 
shal! be in apy manner impa‘red or affevted by 
the provisions of this act. 

Section 9. All acts and parts of acts incon- 
sistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

Section 10. This act shall take effect immedl- 
ately upon its becoming a law.

Distillation of Pine Wood in 


Orleans, 


On the north side of the New Basin is a curi- 
ous industry, says the New Orleans Times- 
Democrat. 1t is the di tillation of. pine wood. 
Tne “laity” may know that corn, oats, rye, 
barley, persimmons, molasses, apples, peaches 
or roses, are distilled to respectively make 
whisky, beer, rum, brandy, perfumes, etc. But 
the distillation of pine wood may be a surprise 
to many. Its products are alcohol, acetate of 
lime, gas, tar, spirits of turpentine and char- 
coal. Some party may be incredulous in regard 
to this industry. Yetitisin operation. It is 
no “wild cat’ scheme. The parties at interest, 
Mr. E. Kock, patentee, and Mr. J. B, Schmitt 
and son, have inverted $10,9C0 in the enterprise, 
No one wili question the use or mouey value 
of the products mentioned; nor that the de- 
mand for the same is practically unlimited. 
The parties expect to net 1.0 per cent annually 
ou the capital i:vested. 

Facing New Basin isa lot scarcean acre in 
extent. One part of it is used as the wood 
yard. The other portion is for the works aud 
buildings. There is found a covered shed, b.- 
neath which are the works. Here are two re- 
torts, made of boiler tron. One retort is of 
four feet diameter by fourteen feet length; 
the other, five feet dawmeter, sixteen feet 
levgth. Each rests hor/zontally on a brick 
foundatiun four feet high. Beneath the retort 
is an opening forafurnace. At one end isan 
iron door, which, when closed, mak¢s the re- 
tort practically air-tizbt. Uhe other end has 
no Opening save an iron conduit five or six 
inches in diameter. This conduit leads to a 
copper “worm” common to all stills. This 
“worm” is spiral, and when used is placed into 
a large cistern filled witb cull water, A car is 
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used for conveying wood from the » the 
retort, running on a track made o! 1 A 
segment ot this track, just in front of :!e re- 
tort, works asaturn-table, The wood is held 
in an oblong basket, very open, made of thin, 
narrow iron bands. This can be transferred 
from ca~ to retort and vice-versa. Ite dimen- 
sions are something less than the inter or of 
the retorts. Across the track is a cylinder 
made of boileriron, It is susceptible of being 
made air-tight. It rests ona brick foundation, 
Tois cylinder has the same dimension as the 
retorts. Take the basket for wood, place it on 
the car, fill it with wood, shove the car and 
load back to the retort, move the turao-table 
round, push the basket with contents into a 
retort, close the door, start fire in the furnace; 
the process of distillation hus begun. E ght or 
ten hours subsequently the retort is opened, 
the basket is filled with hot, glowing coals. The 
air will cause the coals to be consumed, So 
the basket is pulled out and pushed across the 
tra:k into the cylinder opposite; its door is 
closed, the air is excluded, the tire dics out. 
The cylinder is then opened and the charcoal is 
ready for market. 
SPIRITS TURPENTINE 

is also extracted by the Koch process, The 
boxing, chipping and scraping of pine trees 
foe crude rosin and distilling the rosin for 
spirits of turpentine is the old way. The Koch 
or Pr.ce process dispenses with that. This 
method extracts as pure a quulity of spirits 
(urpentine as that from crude rosin. When the 
pine forests along the Atlantic and Gulf coasts 
will have all been tapped and turpentine farms 
are known no more, these new methods will 
take the dead trees and supply the world with 
turpentine. 

A second grade of turpentine is also extract- 
ed. It is tinged with a yeilow coloring and 
smelis of tar and acid. It has its marketable 
value and is used for various purposes, 

Alcohol is extracted but requires two other 
distillations. Then itisas pure as any el! mi- 
nated from other substances. Acetate of lime 
is extracte.’. This also hasits value. 

The rosin in the pine is volati zed and pre- 
cipitated astar. Quantities of tar are obtained 
as much per c rd of wood as by other pro- 
c_esecs. Naval stores dealers handle tar exten- 
sively. 

THE PRINCIPLE 
of this wood distillation is thg same as that of 
all distillations. 

Virtually hard coal is distilled to produce gas. 
Cannel coal is distilled,eliminating half a dozen 
valuable commodities, one of whieh is para- 
ffine. In the Koch process the wood is placed 
in the retorts, air excluded, and then the wood 
is heated to an intense degree of heat. Most of 
the constituent elements of the wood are thus 
volatil z2d, escaping in a gateous state. The 
conduit leading from the retort allows them 
to reach the copper worm, where they are pre- 
cipitated by the low temperature of the worm. 

The first grade of spi: i's of turpentine is first 
precipitated and requires nofurther treatment. 

Six thousand cubic feet of gas is eliminated; 
but is conveyed back to the furnace and con- 
sumed for fuel, thus lessening the cost of the 
latter. 

Tar is secured and oil of tar is precipitated. 
After a second distillation a second grade of 
spirits of turpentine is eliminated, the residue 
belog tar. 

Hygroscopic water, vr wood vinegar is pre- 
cipitated. This requiresa second distillation; 
crude alcobol is then eliminated, acetate of 
lime being the residue. A third dist llation of 
the alcoho! leaves it perfectly pure. These sub- 
sequent disti!l itions require a copper still, dis- 
tinct from the retorts. 

The residue left in the retort and hela by the 
basket is carbon, or ordinary charcoal, The 
retorts do not require to be covled off, but may 
run perpetually. : 

This industry, with its two retorts, distils 
three and a half cords of wood per day—one 
retort holding one cord of wood, the other two 
anda half cords. One half cord of wood is 
required for fuel to each cord dis‘ illed,

Pig lead is firm since the beginning of the 
month, fully 1,500 tons February, March and 
April deliveries have been taken for consump- 
tion at 4 45c to 4 40c, the bulk of it being pur- 
chased by the corroders. During the past few 
days the market has been very quiet, and no 
business of consequence has beep done, The 
quotation for February-March is 4 45c, though 
a sale of 50 tons at 4 40c was made on Saturday, 
with the object, it is said, of affecting the bul!- 
fon quotation. There is very little offering, 
but buyers appear to have satisfied their im- 
mediate wants, and dre holding off, believing 
that though the statistical position warrants 
higher prices, there will be a break before long. 
Holders, however, entertain very firm views, 
and confidently expect higher figures. Mesers. 
John Wahl & Co. of St. Louis say that that 
market has just about held its own during the 
week and that although various bear rumors 
have been circulated they have been without 
effect. The sales for the week there probably 
aggregated 500 tons at 4 15@420c. The unset- 
tled condition of the white lead trade. our cor 
respondents continue, isno doubt quite a bear 
factor, and corroders from all appearances 
deem it advisable to sail close to shore until 
brighter aspects become visible.Retiners views, 
generally, remain unaltered and it maintained 
by them that lead is cheap. Refined in St. 
Louis is quotable at 4 2Uc and common at 4 15@ 
417Ke. 

The white lead market ig in the same unsat- 
isfactory condition with no prospects of early 
improvement. Rumors of large cutsin prices 
are being freely circulated, but while corrcders 
appear willing and in some cases even anxicu: 
to meet buyers, they are not making any great- 
er sacrifices than they are compelled to. Some 
of them have issued circulars quoting 6c less 
2} per cent with special discounts of 2 per cent 
on 5 ton purchases, and 4 per cent on 10 tons 
and over bought at one time and paid for 
within 60 days. An extra discount of 4c 1s 
allowed on all orders for immediate delivery. 
A rebate of 14 per cent on 6 tons or over paya- 
ble July ist ig also allowed, The lowest price 
we have heard of as being accepted on lead in 
oll is 5 65c though it is rumored that 5'4c has 
been taken. Dry lead is stillscarce and there 
is considerable inquiry for it at and in the 
neighborhood of 5$4c but holders views are not 
below 5i¢c. 

Oxide otf zinc continues in good demand and 
ig firmly held, We quote: Domestic at 4@4Ke 
as to quality, French zincs at 55gc for dry 
Antwerp red seal in bbls of 220% Ibs and 7c for 
dry Paris green seal. Discounts.on French are 
as follows: To buyers of 10 bbl lots of one or 
assorted grades 1 per cent, 20 bbis 2 per cent, 
and 50 bbis 4 per cent. No discount is allowed 
on less than 1¢ bb! lots, and discounts in- 
clude brokerage. 


Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

English venetian red continuest> cme frec- 
ly to hand and at the moment thestoch is in ex- 
cess of the demand. This, however, will soon 
right itself as the usual spring demand will 

-soon be felt, Even now many of the large buy- 

ers are placing their orders for early spring de- 
livery, Dealers all report a very satisfactory 
trade for all grades of paints, the sales thus far 
being in excess of 1886 for the same period. 
The bulk of the trade passing is confined 
chiefly to parcels for early spring shipment,the 
sales aggregating 275 bbis at prices ranging 
from 105@1 lic as to grade, make and quanti- 
ty. For jobbing lots from store there bas been 
a fair movement at 1 25@1 45c as to niake,quan- 
tity and holder, Domestic makes are receiving 
their share of attention specially for goods for 
early spring delivery, the sales aggregating 
several hundred barrels at prices ranging from 
80@1 10c as to make, quantity and place of de- 
livery. 
. There is no change in the position of carmine 
since our last report, There ssa fair jobbing 
demand in progress which is satisfied at prices 
ranging from $2 85@8 15 for bulk and $3@3 26 
for packages as to quantity-and maker. 

The excitement which has prevailed to a con- 
siderable extent in the market since the break 
in the combinatien .of the quicksilver vermil- 
lion makers has subsided to a cons'derable ex- 
tent during the past week.

In Germany, also, lead is found mixed 
with silver; the metals are separated, and the 
lead which is used for making paiat is specially 
refined for the purpose.

Enormous discrepancies have been discovered 
between the prices at which the goods were 
billed to the company and those at which the 
latter billedthem to the county, For instance, 
chloride of lime was bought at 24% cents and 
billed to the county at 6% cente; sal-soda was 
bought at 144 cents and billed at 34% cente; borax 
was bought at 6% cents and bilied at 10 centr,

AMERICAN WHITE LEAD. 

No American lead in any form is to be found 
iu this market. It has never been imported so 
far as I can learn. 

The market being free, there is an opening 
for American white lead if the quality com 
pares favorably with the Soottish and German 
article, and if it can be sold on as favorable 
terms. The excellence of the article would 
have to be established by trial, and before any 
trial the price would have to be at least as low 
as the prices of well known brands. The price 
of white lead in this market at present is £16 
for dry and £17 in oil per ton of 2,240 pounds; 
equal to 8.47 and 3.69 cents per pound, respect- 
ively. White lead made by the Joplin process 
is worth 25 shillings less per ton.

White Lead Manufacture in France. 


REPORT OF CONSUL MASON, OF MARSEILLES. 
After careful inquiry, I am unable to find 
hat there is at present any manufacture of 

white lead in the consular district of Marseilles. 
It appears (hat fifteen or twenty years ago an 
effort was made here in that direction, but it 
failed, forthe reason that the atmosphere of 
the Wediterranean region does not favor the 
production of a pure white carbonate of lead, 
that manufactured here having a yellowish 
tinge which impairs its value. I am informed 
that the same is true of the white lead which is 
still manufactured to some extent at Genoa, in 
Italy, and which, although available for mix- 
ing with colcrsand some other uses, lacks the 
pure whiteness which is essential to a high 
quality. 

While, therefore, circumstances preclude a 
detailed report from this consulate on the 
manufacture of white lead, the fellowing facts 
concerning its origin and value as used and 
exported hither are respectfully eubmitted, in 
the hope that they may not be wholly without 
interest to the department. 

The white lead (ceruse) used in this district 
is manufactured a!most exclusively at Lille, in 
the extreme north of France, or imported 
from Belgium. One firm in this city repre- 
sents a manufactory at Mulheim, Germany; 
but it is onthe Belgian frontier, in the neigh- 
borhood of Lille, that natural conditions have 
been found most favorable and the manufac- 
ture has attained ite fullest development. 

The leud used bere is of all grades of impur- 
ity and consequent gradations of value. 

Pure lead of the best quality costs from 55 to 
65 france per 100 kilos, or 4.8 to 6 cents per 
pound. From this standard it is adulterated to 
almostany prescribed degree of cheapness. 

The materials most used for adulterations 
are sulphate of baryta and terra alba, prefer- 
ably the latter by reason of its greater cheap- 
ness and difficulty of detection. 

The duty on white lead imported into France 
is about 40 cents per 220 pounds, andthe im- 
ports of last year from Belgium alone, as reg- 
istered at the custom house in Marseilles, were 
92,400 pounds—12,000 pounds coming during 
the same poriod from Italy, anda like quan- 
tity from England, 

The exports from this port during the past 
three years have been as follows: 1883, 565,400 
pounds; 1884, 383,800 pounds; 1885, 248,600 
pounds. Of the exports of last year, Algeria 
took 118,600 pounds; Egypt, 383,000 pounds; 
Greece, 26,400; Turkey, 13,200; Russia, 1,200, and 
the remainder went to Italy. 

French and Belgian white lead is packed for 
this market, when ¢ry, in wooden kegs con- 
tain'ng 220 pounds; when ground in oil it isin 
tin cans which hold about 100 rounds, When 
erported these cans are inclosed in wooden 
kezs to protect the tin from injury in transit, 
It is not apperent that there is,or has been 
during recent years, at least, any white lead of 
Ameriean origin sold or used in this market. 
Waether any plausible opportunity is offered 
2c ite profitable introduction here can be 
@loarly judged by.any one, who, witha practl- 








cheaply and abundantly in southern France 
serve largely for out door painting, and the 
substitution of iron for wooden vessels bas 
greatly curtailed the consumption of white 
lead on shipboard, 

For interior painting zinc paint is usually pre- 
ferred.

Starch Substitute for Sugar. 


The National Sugarine Refining Company of 
Boston, with « capital of $10,000, was last week 
incorporated under the laws of Massachusetts. 
This company, % close corporation, has in its 
possession a secret formula for the conversion 
of crude starch into a substitute for sugar, 
which substitute is alleged to be five per cent 
sweeter thaa the cane prc duct. 

The discovery of this formula was by acci- 
dent. A chemist, recently deceased, was ex- 
perimenting with starch and chemicals hoping 
to get a certain liquid. When it was noticed 
that the mass began to crystallize, he saw that 
a new granular starch product had been formed, 
and further experiment and study on the sub- 
ject resulted in the product now known as 
sugarine. 

This is not the first time that sugar has bsen 
made from starch, but heretofore it has not 
been made in paying quantities, as all previous 
proceeses yield but about 60 per cent of sac- 
charine matter while the secret process is 
c'aimed to yield 99+ per cent. 

The company owning the formula are as yet 
undecided whether to sell it to a New York 
firm, or to manufacture the product them- 
selves. The entire stock with the exception of 
@ emall number of shares is owned by the 
management of the company. Unotil very re- 
cently, they bave had their experimental fac- 
tory on Oliver street, but now that they have 
no doubt of the succees of their product, they 
have leased a large building in South Boston 
and are now setting up the machinery. The 
mactinery required is very simple and they 
expect to be running on orders in a few weeks. 

The price of the product, owing both to the 
cheapness of the raw material and to the low 
cost of manufacturing it, will bo very small. 
It is thought that the article can be manufac- 
ured and sold at a profit, for two and one-half 
centss pound. The article itself is very simi- 
lar in appearance to the finest powdered sugar. 
It is as fine, as regards the size of the crystals, 
as confectioners’ sugar which is the finest cane 


sugar.— Boston Bulletin.

Testing Quinine, 


The Commission appointed by the Pharma- 
ceutical Society of Paris to inquire into the 
method prescribed by the French Codex for 
testing quinine sulphate has made its report. 
Asa general result of the experiments carried 
out for this purpose it has been found that 
although the test gives excellent indications 
with pure quinine sulphate, even when the 
solution is made at a temperature of 15 deg. C., 
the treatment of an impure ealt with water at 
that temperature joes not ensure the solution 
of more than a part of the cinchonidine sul- 
phate present. The test is therefore defective 
when appli-d under that condition. <A sampie 
containing upwards of 6.5 per cent of impurity 
gave results which only allowed of a suspicion 
when the solution was prepared at 20 deg. C., 
but when the solution was made at 60 deg. C. 
the presence of the cinchonidine sait was 
recognizable at once. Hence it is recom- 
mended that the solution of a galt to be tested 
should always be made at a temperature of (0 
deg. C. Incidentally, it has also been shown 
by these experiments that by the recrystalliza- 
tion of an impure sample cf quinine sulpbate 
containing cinchonidine salt the separation of 
this impurity can be carried so far that on ap- 
plying to the produet the Codex test with the 
proposed modification the result obtained does 
not diffir materially from that obtained with 
absolutely pure quinine sulphate. The quan- 
tity of ammonia solution (090) required to be 
added to 5 c.c. of a solution of pure qui: ine 
sulphate saturated at 15 deg. C. in order to pre- 
cipitate and redigsolve the alkaloid appears to 
be rather less than 60.0.,and the diffe: ence o 
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357 331. PROCESS OF OBTAINING ALBU-

Meantime Mr. Cassidy,after the first well was 
sunk to oll, hud started for Cleveland, O., and 
had formed a company.

Th‘s was 
drilled toa depth of 960 feet, where oil was 
found. It has been pumped since at the rate 
of about one barrel per day. 

In 1885 Mr. D. Peabody formed the Colorado

have nine. They pump from thirty to forty 
barrels daily. The company which Mr. Cassidy 
formed in Cleveland have five producers, one 
of them producing as much as twenty-five 
barrels per day, and the five probably average 
thirty to forty barrels per day. The company 
is called the Arkansas Valley Oil and Land 
Company. They are adding two new stills to 
their plant, and wi | be able soon to run nearly 
100 barrels of refined oil daily.

Early Pipe Lines. 
In 1871 the first pipe line was laid in Clarion 
county by Martin & Harms. This line was laid 
on lands of Fox estate to convey oil from the 
wells in the neighborhood to Foxburg Station 
for shipment. Early in 1872 the above-named 
company sold out to the Mutual Pipe Com- 
Pany, afterwards merged into the Union Pipe 
Company, of which Charles P. Hatch, of Titus- 
ville, wae general manager, and A. W. Smiley, 
now a member of the Legislature, became field 
superintendent. As developments were ex- 
tended, the line kept pace, extending over the 
fleld. In the same year the Sandy line was laid, 
conveying oil to Oil City, the Antwerp line dis- 
charging its oil at Fullerton, a station on the 
Valley road, and the Emlenton line came in the 
field with its terminus at Emlenton. Later 
the Atlantic pipe line came in, and for a time 
conveyed oil to Sligo for shipment on 
the low grade railroad, Afterward Foxburg 
was made its terminus. As Edenburg came 
into prominence the competing lines all cen- 
toredin Edenburg. Sharp competition now 
followed. Oil was piped for a time for5 c-nts 
per barrel—much less than it could be done for 
now. Similar competition was experienced in 
Butler county, which finally eventuated in all 
these oil lines combining in one and forming 
the present United Pipe Line, with its head 
office in Oil City and a branch office in Eden- 
burg. This las' aamed line conveyed the great 
bulk of the oil from Ciasrion county to the 
various shipping points, and finally laid a line 
to the seaboard, Cleveland, Pittsburg and 
Bradford; in fact,it has a net-work of lines dis- 
tributed through all the oil country and holds 
in its hands to-day about 30,000 barrels of ofl.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 





TUESDAY EVENING, February 15, 1887. 

The past week has been marked by a further 
drop in the price of certificates, which was pre- 
clpitated to-day by the reperts from the pro- 
ducing region of the staying qualities of the 
Phillips and Leidecker wells, in the Reibold 
field, and the near approach to the pay sand of 
other wells in important positions, which are 
expected to add materially to the production. 
Trading had been dull throughout the week, 
and it appeared that there was an entire lack of 
confidence, although on Friday last a little 
spurt In values was brought about, which, 
however, resulted in intimidating operators. 
It required only the reports from the produc- 
ing region to bring about the decline that 
came, and it was only as the figures dropped 
below 6lc that buyers showed a disposition to 
take hold. The foreign markets for refined 
have shown no tendency to react and the 
quotations abroad are still at the low range 
noted a week ago. Here a reduction of kc 
was made on export oil, and the outlook for 
the producer is therefore not of the most rosy 
hue. The total sales for the week amounted 
to only 12,000,000 bbls, or an average of about 
2,000,000 per day. The week opened at 62c and 
closed at 6074c, showing aloss of 1c for the 
week, and the extreme range of the fluctua- 
tions is represented by 33gc. The higaest price 
of the week was 6444c and was reached on 
Thursday and also on Friday, while the lowest 
was 6034c, reached to-day. 

The week’s developments in the producing 
region were important, and of about as 
influencing character as during the week pre- 
ceding, with s veral important gushers an- 
nounced. On Weunesday last the Washington 
field showed few features that would likely 
have an effect on the market. The Wright No 
4 was atill drilling, but wade no show of oil. 
The Mascot Oil Company’s well No7, on the 
McGahey farm, has a very slight s how of oil 
near the bottom of the Gantz sand. The Allen 
well, on the Martin farm, was showing simiiar, 
with the exception that it is in the top of the 
fifty-foot without any oil as yet. The Manufac- 
turers’ Gas Co.’s well, on the Linn farm, is 
through the Gantz sand and 12 feet in the fifty 
foot, which is inferior, and the well as yet has 
neither gas nor oil. The People’s Heat and 
Light Co.’s well No.6, onthe Gordon farm, is 
below the lower pay streak in the Gordon sand 
and doing eight barrels an hour. It was re- 
ported that one of the Taylorstown wells bad 
penetrated the Gordon eand and was showing 
oil, but this was subsequently denied. From 
Mt. Nebo the report came that the Union Oil 
Go.’s well on the Pinkerton farm was through 
the sand and dry. From Butler it was an- 
nounced that the Leidecker No. 4 on the 
Heid farm, 800 feet southeast of the 
Phillips gusher, was due to reach the 
sand Tnoursday. It is located in the 
path of the gusher and is expected to prove an 
important well. The Phiilips Nos. 3 and4 
were still doing nobly. On Thursday the Mas- 
cot No.7 on the McGahey farm was reported 
through the Gantz sand and showing very littie 
oll. The Gordon No. 6 declined some and 
sbowed for a small producer. Mascot No.7 
drilled four bits in the fifty foot sand but 
found no oil. Allen & Co.’s No.1, onthe Mar- 
tin farm, made two flows at 34 fect in the sand 
when they shut down to moveboiler. The 
Craig & Andrews No. 4, on the Wright farm, 
was drilling in the sand, but was not far enough 
in to find the oi]. Later it was reported that the 
Allen well had made two’ flows, but no 
particulars were give:, From Butler the re- 
ports were to the effect that the Leidecker No. 
4 on the Heid farm, struck the upper pay at 20 
feet in the sand and made two fair spurts. The 
Phillips No. 3, on the same farm,was making 12 
barrels an hour.No. 4 was holding up much bet- 
ter than No.3. On Friday the Mascot No. 7, on 
the McGaby farm, founda little increasein the 
fifty foot sand but was believed to be a small 
producer. The Craig & Andrews No. 4, on the 
Wright farm, struck the lower pay and started 
atfrom 15 to 20 barrels an hour, but as no 
gauges were reported, their estimate was given 
as the nearest approach to actual fact. From 
Butier it was reported that the Leidecker 
No. 4, on the Heid farm, had started off at 
the rate of 40 bbis an hour on the second bit in 
the pay-streak. T. W. Phillips’ No 2, on the 
Markle farm, was nearing the sund, and was 
thought to be witbin three days of vil. Satur- 
day's reports were not specialiy interesting. 
The Wright No 4 was reported as doing from 15 
to 20 bbis per hour, and the well of Allen & Uo, 
on the Wright farm, was estimated at 20 bbis 
per day, without much hope of improvement 
by deeper drilling. The McGahey No 7 (Mascot) 
was estimated at 20 bbis per day from the fifty- 
foot sand. From Butler it was learned that the 
two Phillips’ gushers continued to keep 
up their reputation. Their No5, on the same 
farm, was 35 feet in the sand and flowing 
between 600 and 600 bbls per day. Their No. 1 
on the Blakeley farm was five feet in the sand 
and was expected to reach the pay streak in a 
day or two at furthest. Leidecker No, 4, on 
the Heid, was keeping up well. Their No. 5, 
on the same farm was nearing the sand. 
Greenlee No. 1, on the Fennell farm, Eastern 
belt, was thought to bs good for 30 bbls. Yes- 
terday it was reported from the Washington 
field that Lee & Co.’s No, 2 had drilled about 20 
feet in the Gantz sand, but showed nooil. The 
McGaby No.7 was through the sand and made 
noshow. The Carson well at Taylorstown was 


nearing the sand and expected to strike pay 
sand to-night. From Butler it was reported 
that the Leidecker No. 4 was still drilling and 
showed some increase. The Phillips No 
5 continned its full quota. The Blakely farm 
well, located 500 feet west of the Leidecker, 
was rapidly approaching the sand and was 
expected to come inbefore morning. To- 
day the reports were very bearish and had 
a depressing influence on the market. From 
Butler it was reported that the Phillips No.2 
onthe Blakely farm was 13 feet in the sand 
and was expected to strike the pay streak to- 
night, The Phillips and Leidecker wells on 
the Heid farm showed increased production 
The Phillips No.l on the Blakeley farm was 
flowing by heads from the first pay streak. In 
the Washington field Caldwell & Co.’s well on 
the Whittlesby farm was flowing at intervals 
and was showing for a moderate producer. The 
Lee No. 2 would resume drilling, A report 
came from Taylorstown to the effect that the 
Carson well had reached one bit in the sand 
which was fair, but showed only a little oil as 
yet, but was gassing. 


Wednesday, Feb. 9. 

The opening figure was 62c and the only 
quotation of the day below this was immedi- 
ately following, when 617¢c was the price ac- 
cepted for a few parcels. From this point an 
advance that was steady aud rapid set in and 
halted only when 637%c was reached, and this 
was the highest figure of theday. After the 
noon hour the price again dropped to 63c, but 
during the last half hour the market again 
stiffened under fair trading and tinally closed 
at 63i4c. Trading was fair most of the day, but 
during the early part of the afternoon was 
very dull. There was a larger long interest 
and there appeared more confidence that prices 
would not go lower. The sales for the day foot 
up 2,661,000 barrels. The only news of conse- 
quence from the producing fields was to the 
effect that the Phillips No. 3 had produced 240 
bbis during the past twenty-four hours, and 
No. 4 made 785 bbis during the same time.

The Lima Oil Field. 

The editor of the Olean, N. Y., Herald recent- 
ly paid a visit tothe Lima oil field and on his 
return gave hie impressions, from which we 
copy as folllows: 

“A recent visit to the Lima (Ohio) oil field 
was full of interest and surprise to the editor 
of this journal, who had, with a majority of 
Eastern people, imbibed the prevailing idea 
that the country didn’tamount to much; that 
the oil was practically worthless; and that it 
was a small field of pools, of short life, and, on 
the whole, would never be an active competi- 
tor with the Pennsylvania territory. A man 
who will spend a few days in honestly looking 
over that country, and whose Eastern interests 
do not make him unreasonably prejudiced 
against any new oil field, cannot fail to be con- 
vinced that Lima has been outrageously lied 
about. While no doubt a great deal of the mis- 
representation has arisen from honest ignor- 
ance, I cannot but believe that many of the re- 
ports regarding the oil and territory have had 
their origin in a systematic purpose to deceive 
the,public as to the real meritsof this new oil- 
dorado. * * * Butin spite ofall the disad- 
vantages under which they have labored, the 
country has forced itself constantly to the 
front. until a field has been developed which is 
the great beur on the marketto-day. * * * 
One thing is certain, all the fellows who have 
hertofore considered the country too insignifi- 
cant to notice have representatives traveling 
over that section of the State to-day. Much 
against their will and disposition they are com- 
pelled to recognize the importance of the de- 
velopments.” 


Raiatea, Tahiti, 
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Petroleum in Austria. 
REPORT OF CONSUL GILBERT. 

In May I represented to the department the 
great ‘decline in the tradein petruleum between 
the United States and thie port caused by the 
successful competition of the oil fle.\ds of the 
Black Sea, Duriog the summer just passed 
the competition has entered upon a new phase, 
which I very much fear is a death blow to 
American exportation of refined petroleum 
hither. There was some hope thata trade in 
the crude article might be built up, but the 
projected reflning works here are, for the pres- 
ent at least, abandoned, owing to the death of 
the two leaders in that enterprise, The new 
phase of the Black Sea petroleum trade is the 
introduction of the system of transporting the 
oil in bulk—the refined to Trieste, the crude to 
Fiume. The first experiments were made be- 
tween Batoum and Odessa, and one trial trip 
to London, the passage occupying but eighteen 
days. The vessel employed, the Swijet, was 
constructed in Sweden last year for the pur 
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pose. She is of the common English svar-deck 
type, 274 feet in length, 35 feet breadth of beam 
and of an average depth of hcid of 18 feet, and 
is fitted with 16 tanks, the aggregate capacity 
which Is 1.770 tons. 

She has just made her first trip to this port 
The disadvantage under which the tank steam- 
er labors is the necessity of returning to Ba- 
toum in ballast, but this is much more than 
compensated by the saving in barrels, labor, 
leakage, storage and weight, the tanks being on 
the whole less in weight than the barrels which 
the vessel could ship, occupying less space, 
and requiring no dunnage, being filled through 
pipes connected with the huge reservoirs on 
shore, 

The saving in labor is enormous. In fact, it 
is estimated that the economy of this mode of 
transportation amounts to 25 per cent. The 
success of the Ovjessa experiment was so de- 
cided as to lead to the construction of rereiy- 
ing tanks on the quays of the petroleum dock 
in this port. As seen in the distance trom this 
office they look like so many gasometers; are 
constructed of boiler iron, upon solid stone 
foundations, with gauges, which indicate the 
quantity reczived or withdrawn. The cargo is 
quickly discharged from the vessel into the 
reservoir tanks on land by stcam pumps, af- 
fording here again 8n enormous advantage 
over the discharge of a cargo In barrels both in 
time and expense. 

One of these enterprises is so far completed 
as to its arrangements as to afforij a clear idea 
of whut all are to be. 

Adjoining the two large reservoirs already 
finished isa fire-proof structure affording track 
room for 12 cars, abundant room for barreling 
when required, and supplied with a perfect 
system of piping for conveying the oil from 
the reservoirs to the cars or barrels. The tanks 
now finished are two of Messrs. Ofenheim, 
Singer & Co., of Vienna, each of a capacity of 
27.000 quintals; Lindheim & Cuo., of Vienna, 
two of 17,000 quintals eacb. In construction, 
one for Nobel Bros., Librach & Kantor, of 
Vienna, agents, 30,000 quintals. 

Space is reserved for several more, and should 
the trade in time call for it a new dock adjoin- 
ing the present one could be constructed at 
comparatively small expense. 

Taking the distance from Batoum to Trieste 
to be about 2,000 miles by sea, which distance 
the Swjet made in eight days, including one 
day’s detention at Constantinople, and consid- 
ering the lower price of the Russian refined 
oil, the question for the American merchant to 
consider is the possibility of shipping his oil to 
Trieste in tank vessela—~which must return in 
ballast—at a price which can enable him to 
compete for the trade. I fear this is impossi- 
bie; if so, the export of American refined oil 
hither under ordinary circumstances is practi- 
cally at an end. 

The adoption of the American system of 
marine transportation is supplemented by the 
introduction of American tank cars for land 
traffic; the advantages of this are too well 
known to be mentioned here. About 100 of 
these cars, with a capacity of 100 barrels each, 
are now ready for service. 

So far as the trade with the interior of Aus- 
tria is concerned, these cars make no differ- 
eace in a trade already lost, but the large 
Vienna firms bave views and projects far more 
wide spreading. They contemplate a formid- 
able competition for the trade of ,Central 
Europe. 

Restricted as Trieste {a in her communica- 
tions with the interior, the large firms above 
named hope—and it is said bave made—such 
traffic rates and arrangements with the mana- 
gers of the present systems of railways of 
Austria, Switzerland and Bavaria as to enable 
them to compete with Hamburg, Bremen and 
other northern ports, at.d to place Ru:sian oil, 
by means of their tank cars, in the Swiss, Ba- 
varian, Bobemian and to some extent even the 
Saxop markets, at prices low enc ugh to drive 
out the American artic.e. They are even speo- 
ulating upon the possibility of crossing North- 
ern Italy and supplying Genoa and Marseilles 
and other northern parts of the Mediterranean. 

During the present year one shipment of 
Russian refined oil in barrels bas been made 
{from here into Bavaria. This test case is said 
to have demonstratcd the feasibility of the 
scheme,

Previous to 1878 the statistics were not kept 
in so regular a manner as they now are; those 
for 1885 are not yet published. 

It will be geen from these figures that the 
average production forthe seven years 1878 to 
1884 was 32:4 tons per annum, while the im- 
portation from 1819 to 1884 averaged 62,604 tons 
per apnum, and is increasing at the rate of 
about 9 per cent per annum. Considering these 
facta it is not surprising that most strenuous 
efforts should hive been made ef late years to 
increase production. That these efforts have 
not been entirely successful is a matter of re- 
gret; the loss to promoters and operators is 
very serious, and bas had the effect of restrict- 
ing cperations. 

In reviewing the work done at the various 
oil centers in Italy, it must be clearly under- 
stood our object is not to place on record their 
failures, but to give ina concise and compre- 
hensive manner the results of that work, in the 
hope of receiving practical suggestions from 
experienced geologists as to the probability of 
finding more abundant supplies in the lower 
strata. 

A word of explanation is necessary. The 
government statistics, while kept by the dis- 
trict engine:>re with the greatest care and ex- 
actness, embrace petroleum of every class; 
that is, oil obtained from wells, distilled from 
bitumen or from asphaltic rocks; but the last 
two are of trifling importance,and do not affect 
the statistics to any appreciable extent. The 
scope of the present is to deal only with petro- 
leum as obtained from wells.

Of these the 
province of Chilti alone is oii producing, the 
wells being situated near Tocco, Abruzzo 
Citre, in the province of Chilti, and are weil 
kpown as the Tocco petroieum wells.

There is no authentic data as to when petro- 
leum first became known to exist at Tocco; 
that it has existed for hundred of years is cer- 
tain, indeed, the story of the well at the foot of 
Colle d’Oro, an offshoot of Monte Morrone, 
yielding oil and water after heavy rains, has 
been handed down from generation to genera- 
tion. 

In 1863, after the discovery of petroleum in 
America,a German company was all but ar- 
ranged to work Tocco wells on the large scale, 
but owing to the sudden death of one of the 
principals the arraugement fell to the ground. 

Probably the first, after the above event, to 
direct attention to the Tocco wells were Sig- 
nori Maurizio Laschi, of Vicenza, and Carlo 
Ribighinni, of Ancona. The latter afterwards 
became famous in developing the Salsomagg!- 
ore wells, in the Milan district. Signor Laschi 
bored on the commune lands of Tocco and 
found petroleum, while Signor Ribighinni 
bored on the land of De Gaspari, at no great 
distance, witha like result. The petroleum 
from Laschi’s well was if anything, superior 
the specific grav- 


ity being 0.900 to 0.910, against 0.980 
to 0.990. The production is given :s 
300 tons, of which two-thirds was from 
Laschi’s well, and the remainder from Ribig- 
hioni’.; but in 1886 the production fell off to 
120 tons, and in 1867 to 50 tons. The liquid was 
black, very dense, and had a most offersive 
smell. Subjected to distillation, the pi oducts 
were one-third Jamp oi],and the remainder 
heavy oil for lubricating purposes. R« floirg this 
liquid is said to have been a tedious and diffi- 
cult process, on account of the large prcpor- 
tion of water it contained, while the quuan- 
tity of sulphur necessitated severe refinery 
treatment. 

The position of the Tocco wells is 40C meters 
above the level of the sea, and belongs to the 
miocene (superior) formation. In 1867 we have 
the first authentic record that in boring at 
‘Toce) the strata consisted of marl and gypsum 


until the calcare nummilitico was reached, ata 
depth of 110 meters. The Societa Fra: cere 
passed the calcare nummili tico and part 0: ube 
calcare cret aceo. 

In 1873 the major production was from the 
well on De Gaspari laniis.

The movement in quinine during the early

Partly for 
this reason, and more particularly because of 
the large declarations for the bark sales to-day, 
the market weakened yesterday, going uff to 
55@56c, one holder closing out his stock, be- 
Heved to be about 10,000 ozs,at the lower figure. 
To-day in the anticipation that the results 
of the bark sale would be adverse to 
quinine interests, there were quite free of- 
ferings at 56}40, with bids of 56c solicited, 
Since it has been ascertained that of the 3,810 
bales of Ceylon offered at the sale about 3,700 
sold at fullor slightly better prices, these low 
offerings of quinine bave been withdrawn and 
the market closes with 57@58c again generally 
quoted. Beside the Ceylon bar« there were 
300 sold cut of 1900 bales of South American 
offered, the prices realized being equal to those 
of the previous sale. The news from London 
has caused a much better feeling“here,and some 
operators predict much higher prices in the 
near future. This afternoon the large buyers 
again showed a disposition to come into the 
market and we heard of several inquiries for 
10,000 to 20,000 oz lots at 57c. The domestic 
manufacturers have made no change in their 
quotations, and the agents.of the foreign 
makers stillask high prices for future ship- 
ments, some of them not offtring anything, 
while others have nothing free sooner than 
May. 

Cinchonidia ountinucs to improve in demand 
and is very firm in price. There have, how- 
ever, been no large sales, buyers asa rule con- 
fining their attention to small lot’.

Gums. 

The very small supply of arabic restricts bus- 
iness to retail proportions, cut prices, although 
very firm, have not further changed. The 
scarcity of this gum causes an active inquiry 
for senegal and other substitutes, which under 
the increased demand are becoming hard to 
obtain in a large way and are stead- 
ily appreciating in value. Aden gum 
during the past four weeks has advanced abroud 
at the rate of 10 francs per week. The arrivals 
of the new crop Galem senegal at Bordeaux are 
said to be not at all of a satisfactory character. 
Selected or picked senegals of the better kind 
are very scarve. Galem in Bordeaux is now 
quoted at 270@200 francs, Bas de fleuve at 300@ 
305 and large and small white Senegal at 435@ 
450. The demand from the large dealers is 
rather slow as they bave not full confidence in 
the reports from the other side and prefer to 
work off the small stocks they have here before 
sending out fresh orders.

New York vs. London Drug Market. 


About two ycars ago the REPORTER pointed 
out the fact that London was rapidly losing 
its drug business by still following the ancient 
practice of making exhorbitant charges tw sat- 
isfy middlemen, and for storage, etc. It was 
also said that New York was the coming drug 
market of the world, to which our contempco- 
raries in the United Kingdom took esception. 
The subj_ct has slumbered since then but was 
resurrected last week by the London Chemist 
and Druggi t, which followa out our :ine of ar- 
gument and speaks out plainly against the 
mischievous drawbacks which are operating 
aga'nst London commerce. Editgrially it saye: 

*It must not be suppcsei that there is any 
assurance of permanence in the foreign trade 
in foreign produce which now centers in this 
capital. Hamburg, New York and other ports 
are rapidiy growing in importance, and even 
ifall conditions were in London's favor the 
markets in those cities must become import- 
ant competitorr. But it isa fact that the pres- 
entsystem and the many and often extrava- 
gant tolls taken on drugs by the various mid- 
dlemen, who have necessarily cr unnecessarily 
interposed themselves between the producers 
and the distributorr, very severely handicap 
London and to some degree neutralize her 
great advantage of being practically a free 
port. 

“It is high time the parties most interested, 
that is the large wholesale drug houses and 
commission merchants, should awake to ths 
fact that their system of doing business is 
rather too intricate, complicated and expensive 
for the latter end of the nineteenth century. 
It is indeed surprising that the London drug- 
gists cannot see that the hocus-pocus carried 
on in Mincing Lane adds from 4 to 10 per cent 
on the cost of their purchases, and that this is 
sometimes enough, now that close competition 
is the rule, to shut them out from successfully 
competing with markets more open and direct 
in their dealings. * * * * For the present 
the facts are commended to the notice of Lon- 
don buyers, with the remark that ‘Here’sa 
state of things’ that should be investigated.”

The market during the week has been ex- 
ceedingly quiet, few orders for round lots being 
received, and even the jobbing trade has fallen 
off to some extent. Values, however, show no 
tendency to weaken. On the contrary, for 
some articles prices are higher. Bleaching 
powder has been further advanced under ca- 
bles reporting the Liverpool market for prime 
makes as being firm and scarce at £858. Soda 
ash is also higher abroad, which has a tendency 
to strengthen values here. Caustic and sal 
soda are both quiet but firm. Oxalic acid is 
steady at the advance reported in our Jast. 
Chlorate of potash as yet has not felt the ad- 
vance in bleach, although holders are less in- 
clined to go forward with sales at present fig- 
ures. The other articles on the list show few 
«hanges, as noted below. Mr. D. B. McCul- 
loch, in speaKing of the Liverpoo! market, un- 
der date of Jan. 28, says: “The demand is lim 
ited and tone dull; soda products drooping; 
70 per cent. caustic soda, £8@£8 2s 6d; soda 
ash, 1@1-16d.; bleaching powder firmer and 
more doing at £7 1286d@l5s f o b: chlorate of 
potash flat at 6 3-16@6!4d; borax quiet at £30 
nomina!; sulpbate of copper slow. Nitrate of 
soda rather active for prompt and early ar- 
rival at 96 8d@9s 6d spot, 9s 6d@9s 9d to arrive; 
for late dcliveries prices irregular. Sulphate 
of ammonia offers more freely and is a drag- 
ging sale at £11 128 64@L11 15s, prompt delivery 
fob. Hull, manganese ore is scarce and price 
nominal, 50@55s on 70 per cent peroxide. 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent of the vari- 

ous Liverpool makes continues to come freely 
to hand, even with these arrivals in view there 
is no anxiety gn the part of holders to press 
their surplus stocks for the reason the bulk has 
already been placed for consumption even 
though there has been considerable delay in 
shipping or receivinog the goods from vessels. 
Since the opening of the week goods are being 
moved more freely and less complaint is heard 
among the trade, The demand for either 
forward or prompt shipments has been almost 
nil. What goods are being placed are to cover 
immediate wants and these have been light. 
The sales comprise 50 tons at 1 22}4@1 25c as to 
make and quantity. High test is fairly steady 
under the usual jobbing demand, at prices 
ranging from 1 15@l 22}4c as to make, quantity 
and holder. Messrs. J. P Brunner & Co, in 
speaking of the Liverpool market under date 
of January 29, say: **‘Soda ash better and some 
large sales of carb ash have been made for the 
States at from Id to 13 32d, according to b and. 
Business has also been done in caustic ash on 
private terms. We quote: Caustic ash 48 per 
cent high test 31-32d@\ 1-16d. Carb ash 48 per 
cent 1@1 3-16d; high test 1@1 1-16d.”’ 

Caustic soda ash 45 per cent for prompt de- 
livery is getting quite scarce, for which full 
prices are demanded. Of late the bulk of the 
transactions in this art cle have been for round 
lots for consumption, hence little if any stock 
comes on the market for resale. For shipments 
extending «ver the first six months of the year 
there has been a fair demand, the sales aggre- 
gating 400 tons at 13-16@1 20c as to brand, 
quantity and date of deiivery,while for jobbing 
lots from store the price tanges from 1 27}4%@ 
15¢c as to quantity and holder. High test is 
also in request for future delivery,with several 
sales reported at prices equal to about ! licex 
dock here for delivery in the west. Jobbing 
lots are held at 120@1 25c as to quantity and 
make. ; 

Alkali 36 per cent. is meeting with the usual 
demand, although this bas been somewhat cur- 
tailed, owing to the free arrivals of late, which 
have been pressed for sale from dock rather 
than store. Sales are reported of 50 tons at 
1 15@1 2c, as to quantity and holder. Rather 
more inquiry is reported for B. M. 48 per cent., 
for future delivery, the sales aggregating 250 
tons at 1 3-16@120c, as to quantity and date of 
delivery. High test B. M. continues to come 
treely to hand, but asthe bulk of these arri- 
vals ure under contract for consumption little 
surplus stock is being offered on the market. 
The delay in shipping goods from dock, which 
has been the case of late, is now being over- 
come and goods are going forward with a fair 
degree of promptness. There have been 
several transactions in future shipments aggre- 
gating 800 tons at 1 10@1 1240, as to quantity 
and date of shipment, also 250 tons in jobbing 
orders at $1 15@1 20, as to quantity and holder, 

Newcastle soda ash 48 per cent continues to 
come freely to hand, another steamer with a 
full cargo having arrived since our last report. 
As there bas been some delay in unloading the 
steamer owing to the labor troubles holders 
have not been anxious about pressing their 
stocks. Consequently prices have maintained 
a fair degree of firmness although not quota- 
bly any higher. Cables received of recent date 


however quote the foreign market as being 
firmer with some makes being advanced; this, 
with a further curtailment in shipments, will 
no doubt have a tendency to strengthen hold- 
ers views on this side for spot lots. The sales 
comprise 150 tong from dock at 1 22}4@1 25¢ as 





to brand, quantity and holder. High test is not 
in full stock, as the recent arrivals have either 
been placed from dock or stored; a: offer of 
1074c was declined for 100 tons of Jarrow 56 
per cent from dock although 1 10c was accept- 
ed for 50 tons, the balance being stored and 
held for higher prices. For shipments to come 
forward for early spring delivery the price 
ranges from 144@1 l5c as to brand, quantity 
and date of delivery. Late mail advices from 
Newcastle say; ‘‘Soda ash continues very dull, 
One of the largest producers on the Tyne asks 
1d less 5 per cent, and from this to 1d less 64% 
per cent are the current quotations. There are 
shipments tu the United States, but the Conti- 
nental trade seems to be about closed for this 
article, though the reduction of the output 
seems to be slightly lessening the competition 
for the home trade.” 

Caustic soda 60 per cent has been very quiet 
during the week. Consumers of this article 
being few, they usually purchase what they 
may need fortwo or three m oths, hence the 
sales making are chiefly for jubbing parceis. 
For shipments to come forward during Febru- 
ary, March and April 2 65@2 70c is named, while 
for jobbing parcels from store 2 7:@2 80c is 
quoted, as to brand and quantity. Only a 
moderate demand is reported for high test 
either on the spo: or for early spring delivery. 
The depressed condition of the foreign mar- 
kets may ina measure be the cause of this 
light demand noted here from consumers, as 
few if any inquiries are being received for 
future shipments. Now and then a bold buyer 
has the courage to cffer 2 30c, as was the caae 
during the week for 600 dms, ull of which was 
declined, although it was intimated that 2350 
might be accepted. Tne bulk of the trade 
passing s for small quantities the sales aggre- 
gating 350 dms at 2 40@2 45c, as to brand, test 
and holder. Messrs. J. P. Brunner & Co.in 
their late circular say: ‘‘Caustic soda continues 
in a depressed condition. Transactions are re- 
ported in 70 per cent at £8, and offers at 1s 3d 
under that figure have been declined. We 
quote: 69 per cent, £7; 74 per cent, £8 128 6d; 76 
per cent, £i0 15s.”’ 

The most active article on the list has been 
bleaching powder, of which another advance 
has been established over last week’s figures, 
both for sp: t and for nearby vessels.Late cables 
quote the Liverpool market firm at £8 5s, with 
almost nothing obtainable for prompt delivery. 
The dema~d has been very good considering 
the trouble experienced in shipping spot goods, 
and prices are gradually assuming a stronger 
tone. The sales comprise 150 cks here at 254d 
23¢c, as to test and holder, with sales of 100 cks 
trom vessels on way at 2@2}4c and several lots 
duein Boston at2c. For contracts extending 
over the first six months of the year there is 
not much iaquiry, prices for which range from 
1 90@1 95c as to brani, quantity and date of de- 
livery. Messrs. J. P. Beunuer & Co. in speak- 
ing of the Liverpool market under date of Jan- 
uary 29, sav: “Bleaching powder active and 
£7 128 64@7 15s paid by American buyers. Mak - 
ers are now well sold for February, and at the 
close £7 168 bas been declined by some sellers, 
2s 64@5s advance being asked.” 

Sai soda English under reports of a firmer 
market abroad and curtailment in the ship- 
ments, together with the placing in store the 
bulk of the recent arrivals,values here are held 
steady at 90@95c for store lots and 87}44@90c for 
shipments during February and March. Buyers 
continue to send forward their offers of 7ic for 
parcels to arrive, all of which have been de- 
clined. The sales vomprise 75 tons at prices 
within the range quoted above. 

American sal soda has moved quite freely 
during the week as many of the paris green 
makers have been drawing freely upon their 
contracts. The sales comprise 150 tons at 80@ 
82}6¢c f o b, less 144 per cent for cash as to make 
and style of packing. 

Soda bi-carbonate, English is beginning to 
feel the effects of the free offerings of domestic 
mukes out side the combination, who are quot- 
ing 234@3c as to quantity and place of delivery. 
The jobbing trade has only been moderate 
with 3}44@35¢c named for store lots and 34@ 
3 15c for parcels on way, as to brand and quan- 
tity. 

Salt cake is meeting with more demand 
specially for parcels ready for prompt delivery. 
The sales comprise 75 tons at 60@62},c as to test 
and quantity. There is almost no demand for 
future shipments, which in the absence of th.s 
are nominally held at 65@57}¢c as to test, quan- 
tity and date of shipment. 


Acids. 

Acetic acid is meeting with more demand, 
both for prompt and for future delivery, with 
several contracts reported at 2}¢c for future 
and 2%c for spot. The sales aggregate 73,000 
lbs at prices within the range. 

The advance reported in our last for oxalic 
acid has, in a measure, checked business to 
some extent, as buyers have not yet fairly 
realized that an advance in tbis article has at 
last ccourred. Holders, however, are only 
offering in a limited way at 8@8}<c, as to make, 
quantity and holder. The 50 casks on board 
the steamer in port, which was sunk by the ice, 
will no doubt prove a total loss. 

Tartaric acid is meeting with only a mode- 
rate demand, witb prices steady withia the 
range established by the various makers. 

The demands for the various grades of acids 
has been somewhat restricted during the week 
by the delay in shipping and strikes at some of 
the works. Sulphuric acid is jobbing freely 
at 110@1 20c as to make and quantity, although

The Viscosity of Butter Soaps. 


In making examinations of butter by Reich- 
ert’s method I have very often observed a very 
marked difference in the solubility of thesoaps 
formed from genuine and from adulterated 
butters or other animal fats. Whilethe potash 
soap from hutter fats,made according to Reich- 
ert’s directions, is readily soluble in 50c.c. of 
water, that made from lard or oleo-oil, or from 
samples containing a large proportion of these 
oile,can on'y be dissolved by wirming, and the 
solutions when formed appear much more 
viscous than the solutions of the butter soaps. 
This characteristic property is so marked 
that nearly all of the butterine and oleomar- 
garine butters may be detected by a simple in- 
spection of these soap solutions without fur- 
ther tests. This fact suggested that perhaps 
the measuremont of the viscosity of solutions 
of soaps made from the different fats and oils, 
might furnish a rendy means for identifying 
them. 

To test this, a preliminary trial was made 
with neutral lard and butter fat, Twenty 
grams of each of these were saponified with 
about ten grams of caustic potash by heating 
with a quantity of alcohol. No especial care 
was taken to have exact quantities either of 
potash or alcoho]. The soaps formed were dis 
solved in water and the solutions made upto 
500 c.c. The viscosity of these solutions, tested 
with the viscometer described in another por- 
tion of this report, was for the butter fat 65, 
and for the neutral lard over 500. 

This marked difference was a surprise, and 
naturally led toaseries of careful tests to de- 












































termine whether in mixture of the two futs 
the viscosity would be proportional to the 
quantities taken. First the above experiment 
was repeated with butter fat, neutral lard and 
oleo oil, 20 grams of each being taken, and, to 
avoid a large excess of alkali, only 6 grams of 
caustic potash were added to each. They were 
saponified by heating upon a water bath with 
20 c.c. of alcohol, the heating being continued 
till the alcohol was driven off. The soaps were 
dissolved in water and made upto 500cc. The 
viscosity of these eolutions at 20 degrees C, was 
for the butter fat ¢2, neutral lard 70, oleo oil 68, 
or practically the same foreach, On the sup- 
position that the difference in the first case 
was due to an excess of alkali, the tests were 
repeated with seven, eight and nine grams of 
caustic potash, the other detaiis of the experi- 
ment being the same as before, without any 
marked difference being found in the viscosity 
of the solutions from the different fate. With 
10 grams of caustic potash the soaps from 
the neutral lard and oleo oil were quite vis- 
cous, while that from butter fat was only 
slightly changed. The addition of more alkali 
was found to increase the viscosity of the soaps 
7rom neutral lardand oleo oil quite rapidly, 
while that of the butter remained nearly the 
same till about 15 grams of caustic potash were 
used for 20 grams of fa!, and was not extreme- 
ly viscous when 20 grams of potash were used. 

The results given below are the average of 
several determinutions, but are only sapproxi- 
mate,us they were obtained with an instrument 
not properly adjusted. Thay do, however, 
show the relative viscosity for the different 
Tats.

These results were entirely satisfactory and 
indicated that the difference in the viscusity of 
solutions of soap made from butter fat and 
from those fats generally used for butter adul- 
teration could be increased to any desired ex- 
tent by the addition of alkali. 

These tests were followed by a large number 
of examinations of adulterated butters, and ot 
the fate and oils which are used for this pur- 
pose. The samples examined were obtained 
both from the general markets and from the 
leading factories throughout the country, In 
every instance the soaps from the adulterated 
eamples greatly erceeded in viseosity those 


from butter fats, when from 10to 16 grams of 
caustic potash were used for saponification. 

Testa were next made to determine how 
small a proportion of adulteration covld be de- 
tected with certainty in this way with the fol- 
lowing resi: Ite: 


Viscosity of 
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The apparent discrepancies in this table may 
be accounted for by the fact that the butter 
fat used in these tests was not all taken from 
theleame sample. These figures, like those in 
the table preceding. were mostly obtained with 
a defective apparatus, and must be considerd 
only ina relative sense. No tests were made 
with less than five per cent. of adulteration, 
but there is little doubt that by making the 
solution more alkaline the addition of one per 
cent. of adulteration to any given sample of 
butter would be readily shown. 

The butters used in these experiments were 
mostly made at the Station, from milk of the 
Station herd,consisting of both native and Jer- 
eey cows. In some cases the milk from indi- 
vidual cows was used. Two or three samples 
were obtained from groceries in Geneva and 
one sample of Jersey butter was nearly a year 
and a haif old. There were in all nearly 20 
samples of butter tested. When only 10 grams 
of caustic potash were used there was practi- 
cally no difference in the viscosity of the soaps 
obtained, and with 15 grams of potash the 
variation was small, not enough to prevent the 
detection of 5 per cent. of adulteration. 

In October, some time after the above tests 
were completed, a /arge nuniber of butters 








were obtained from different sections of 
the country, which included samples made from 
milk of different breeds of cattle and from 
milk treated in different ways. Several of 
these butters were taken from the exhibit of 
the Bay State Fair, held in Boston early in Oc- 
tober. These were tested with a new yiscome- 
ter in which the faults of the first instrument 
were, as far as possible, corrected. 

The variation in the last lot of butters was so 
great as to materially modify the conclusion 
reached above. In order to avoid the trouble 
of weighing the caustic potash for each 
test, a very concentrated solution containing 2 
grams of fused potassium hydrate in each 3 
cubic centimeters was prepared.and the amount 
required measured with a pipette in each case. 
One c.c, of this solution was equivalent to 
0.66 gms. KOH, 

The fats were saponified as follows: Twenty 
grams of the filtered fat were weighed in a 
beaker of about 500 c.c. capacity and 15 c.c. of 
the potash solution, equivalent to 10 grams of 
caustic potash, were added. ‘len cubic centi- 
meters of alcohol were also added, to facilitate 
saponification. Without alcohol, saponitica- 
tion is incomplete, after being heated along 
time. The fat and alkali are heated upon a 
water bath with freqent stirring till the aloo- 
hol is completely driven off. About 350 c.c. of 
water is then added to the contents of the 
beaker, which is kept upon the water bath till 
the suap is all dissolved. The solution is made 
np to 600 c.c.and when cooled to 20 deg. C. the 
liquid is adjusted to the mark and the viscosity 
determined. In case the fat examined is an 
anima) fat, as oleo oil or neutral lard, the solu- 
tion formed will be quite viscous when cooled 
and will be turbid, owing to the separation of 
insoluble soaps. The solution of soaps from 
butter fat are clear amber colored when warm, 
becoming slightly turbid at 20 deg. C., but not 
80 much 80 as other animal fats. 

After determining the viscosity of the soap 
solutious, 5 c.c. of the potash solution are add- 
ed, the solution warmed to dissolve the precip- 
itate which forms, and after cooling to 20 deg. 
C. the viscosity is again determined. The vis- 
cosity found in this second trial will be a trifle 
less than is obtained when 2: c.c. of the potash 
solution is used for saponifying the fat, or 
when 5 c o. are added tothe soap sulution be- 
fore making up to 500c.c. ‘This is due to the 
difference in the volume of the solutions. 

Whether the age of butter has any influence 
upon thes viscosity of ita soaps has not been 
definitely determined, as this would require a 
second examination of a sample of butter after 


considerable interval had elapsed. It is, how- 
ever, quite certain that there can be no in- 
crease of viscosity trom this cause, as those 
butters which have shown the lowest viscosity 
have been quite old. Lecture by A. H. Allen.

Prospects in the dye market are brighter 
than they have licen for a long time, though 
the strike in the Paterson silk milis has had a 
depressing influence in some quarters, The 
calico printers, however, are star.ing up and 
the dyes used by them are receiving more at 
tention and are expected to be in large de- 
mand during the season. Special features of 
interest, as usual, are few. Prices as a rule re- 
main as they have been for some time past but 
are becoming firmer as the season advances. 
Picric acid is bigher and has an upward ten- 
dency. The dyewoods are stronger and ex- 
tracts are consequently advancing. Gambier 
and cutch are firm. 

Aniline colors have the usual moderate de- 
mand but inquiries are |imited to smal! quanti- 
ties. The market on the whole is slow and 
prices are unsatisfactory to the sellers, The 
stcike in the Paterson silk mills has shut ¢ ff the 
demand from that quarter and has helped to 
depress ihe market. No new colors have been 
added to the list recently but we understand 
some very hyndsome reds for calico printing 
are soon to be brought out, 

Artificial alizarine is dull and prices are some- 
what unsettled. Whiie 19c is the bottom price 
accepted on well known brands there are sell 
ers at 18@18i4c and it is probable that less wili 
buy. Alizarine assistant sells steadily in a 
sma'l way and is without change in price. 


Albumen is in moderate jobbing request and 
ig steadily held at previous quotations. Small 
sales are making at 1/@l7}4c for imported 
blood, 16@i7c for prime domestic, and 114@ 
15\éc for dark No. 14 domestic blood. Exg is 
quotable at 33@35c as to quantity. . 

Bichromate of potash receives a moderate 
share of attention, buyers taking only what 
they bave immediate use for. Prices show no 
change, the quotations being 9}4@¥34c, accord- 
ing to quantity. 

Cochineal is dull and neglected at 50@3!Ic for 
silvers, 32@34c for blacks, and 3i1@36c for gray 
blacks. 

Cutch has been rather quict since the date of 
our last, but the firm tone of the market is 
maintained. There have been only a few mall 
jobbing sales at full p:ices. We quote Diamond 
5S M at 74@3c on the spot, Star B at the same 
figures and slabs at *442¢34c. Damond 8 M 
and star B for forward shipment are quoted at 
I@i%e. The Boston Commercial Bulle in of 
the 12th inst, says that Sing Mo has apparently 
found cutch somewhere and offers Februa'y 
sbipments from Calcuttaat 7o and February, 
March, zpril ship ments at 6%c. The natural 
tendency for the future is toward; lower 
prices, but the spot market is as yet unaffected. 

Dyewoods are very firm, with an upward 
tendency, fustic particularly being strong. 
For Havti logwood holders are quoting $:63for 
North side and $21@?2 for South side, while 
Laguna commands $30@32. Mexican fustic is 
held at $27@28, Lima wood at $40@42, and 
gapan wood at $48. Chipped dyewoods are firm 
at 1c for chipped and bolted logwood, 17éc for 
Laguna, and 14@1%c for fustic. 

Dyewood extracts are in active request, the 
popular demand for tubdued or combination 
colors having caused a large increase in the con- 
sumption. We quote chemically pure logwood 
at 9}4@100, 51 degree at 444@7}4c, and the finer 
grades at 744@l0c, as to quality and brand. 
Fustic extract is firimer owing to the increased 
cost of raw material, and is expected to ad- 
vance, Higher prices are looked for on the 
extract of Persian berries owing to increased 
consumption. It is said that priees have been 
abnormally low for some time, 


Divi divi isin better supply in consequence 
of recent arrivalsand the market presents an 
easier appearance. The demand is rather light, 
having been curtailed by the silk mills strike, 
and only smal! sales are reported. The present 
spot quotations are $65@79, according to quan- 
tity and quality. 

Gambier under a strong speculative demand 
is advancing. We note sales of 420 tons on the 
various vessels afloat and loading at Singapore 
at 454@17éc and small sales from store and ves- 
sel discharging at quotations. The closing 
prices were 534@5\éc from store, i@'5}4c to lane 
from vessels now discharging and 474@5c to 
arrive. The Boston Commercial Bu letin of the 
12th inst. says: “Gambier is higher. The Evie 
Reed, which was sighted off the coast ten days 
ago, is still tacking about the bay and spot 
stocks have commanded higher figures in con- 
sequence.

ing to quantity and quality. Gautemalas are 
held at 72}@80c and are in limited request. 
Madras and Manila are dull and nominal, 
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Nutgalls are without particular interest, the 
demand being of ama!l proportions at present. 
Prices are steadily held at 134@l44c for Alep- 
Py and 1442 15c for Chinese, 

Picric acid is higher owing partly to the in- 
creased cost of carbolic acid and partly to the 
increased cousumption on the oth r side in the 
productien of the new explosive, melanite. 
Recent advices from London say that since the 
upward movement set in prices have advanced 
there 4@5d per pound. The spot quotation is 
40c, but it might still be shaded, though it 
costs close On to that figure now to lay the acid 
down here, 

Yellow prussiate of potash is rather quiet, 
some of the larger consumers being out of the 
market at present. Prices are nominally un- 
changed, the quotations being 18}4@)94¢e, ac- 
cordipg to quantity and seller, Ked remains 
quiet at 42@4ic, according to quantity and 
brand, 

Sicily sumac ce'ls only in asmall way to meet 
the present requirements of consumption. 
There has been no change in prices, holders 
yuotiag $70@75, according to brand and quan- 
tity. Virginia isin moderate demand, and re- 
mains steady at $50@55, according to quantity 
and quality.

Scouring and Bleaching Processes. 
MARION’S PROCESS. 


C, Marion immerses the textile, whether cot- 
ton or flax, fur two hours in a boiling solution 
of ibe caustic soda of commerce, having a 
specific gravity of 1.060. Lifted from the vat 
the fiber is set to ‘rain, then transferred to the 
bydro-extractor, and the alkaline solution 
which is driven out collected. Water is then 
frecly showered like rain upon the rotating 
textile, until the discharged liquid is neutral to 
test paper. , 

In order to avoid waste of the soda u ed, by 
rendering it again fit foremployment in scour- 
ing, the coll: c.ed alkaline liquors containing 
the extracted substances are evaporated in an 
iron boiler and the residue heated to fusion to 
burn out the organic matter. 

During the operation of scouring, any fibers 
gummed or otherwise united together become 
detached. Tho quantity of solution used 
should be six times that of the textileacted on. 

When the fiber is to be bleached,it—upon be- 
ing removed from the bydro-extractor — is 
thrown into acidulated water, containing say a 
half of one per cent, of acid, and allowed to 
remain for one hour. It is now returned to the 
hydro-extractor and washed as before until the 
rinsings are neutral. 

In a wooden vat, having a capacity of 2,000 
liters, make a solution of 1,200 liters bydrochlo- 
ride of soda at 12 degrees B., heat to 45 degrecs 
U,, enter 700 kilos textile, and let it soak for an 
hour and a half. On being lifted it will be 
found perfectly white. Drain, rinse as before, 
and return to hydro-extractor, and remove 
the last traces of soap by passing into a cold 
bath s'ightiy acidulated with byvrochloric acid,

Enter 200 kilos of fiber, and work for six 
hours. Without rinsing dry in the centrifu- 
gal, and collect the drainings for subseque:t 
sddition to the tannic solution. The soluticn 
may serve many times, if, for every 190 kilos 
of the texture. 200 grams gallotannic acid 
be added. 

Remove fiber from the centrifugal, and enter

Soak textile for an hour, drain cff liquid in 
centrifugal, preventing waste by colleeting the 
draining, and without rinsing, dry. 

TAPPAN’'S PROCESS, 

The compound for bieaching consists, in cer- 
tain proportions,of one or more of the products 
of petroleum, preferably paraffine, a sulphur 
oil, that of mustard and an alkali. The latter 
is used in order to furnish a soapy matter. The 
compound is dissolved in water,and the matter 
to be bleached is putin a bleaching vat con- 
taining the solution. Heat is applied, the tem- 
perature raised to ebullition, and maintained 
at that point for two or three hours. The 
stronger thesolution the less the time necessary 
to finieb this stage of the process. After the 
boiling the textile is lifted and clean water 
forced through it. When thoroughly rinsed it 
is transferred to a solutian of chlorinated lime, 
and the bleaching completed.—Teztile Record
